LONDON,  May  T.— Tbe  official  report 
from  British  headquarters  In  France  to- 
night read*: 

"This  afternoon  the  enemy  launohed 
hie  third  counter-attack  with  consider- 
able force*  upon  our  new  positions  south 
Of  the  Soucbes  River.  The  first  wave 
of  assault  to  reach  the  slope  In  front 
of  our  trenches  was  destroyed,  by  our 
rifle  and  ntseblne-gua  «*e. — The  sup* 


portlna*  waves,  caught  by  our  artillery 
■barrage,  were  broken  up.  No  Germane 
reached   our   trenches. 

"This  morning  a  strong  force  of  the 
enemy  was  caught  in  the  open  near 
Bullecourt  by  our  artillery  and  machine- 
gun  fire,  suffering  heavy  casualties. 

"Successful  work  waa  done  by  our  air- 
planes yesterday.  In  spite  of  a  strong 
wind.  Six  German  airplanes  were 
brought  down,  on*  of  which  fell  within 
our  lines.  One  of  the  enemy  machines 
was  driven  down  out  of  control.  Three 
of  our  machines  are  missing." 

After  hard  fighting,  British  troops 
pushed  forward  west  of  Bullecourt  and 
took  a  number  of  prisoners,  according 
to  a  report  Issued  by  tbe  War  Office  to- 
day, which  says: 

"There  waa  sharp  fighting  early  to- 
day In  the  Hlndenburg  line.  Bast  of 
Bullecourt  our  position  has  been  Im- 
proved. We  progressed  westward  In  the 
direction  of  tbe  village  and  took  a  num- 
ber- ©f  prisoners. 

"A  hostile  bombing  attack  during  the 
night  on  our  front  line  south  of  Oppy 
delivered    after   heavy   artillery   prepar- 
ation, was  successfully  driven  off. 
Apparently  Bxhausted 

PARIS,  May  7— The  official  commu- 
nication Issued  by  the  War  Office  to- 
night roads: 

"The  enemy  did  not  renew  his  at- 
tempts in  the  region  north  of  Moulin  de 
Laffaux  or  on  th*  Chemln  des  Dames. 
Violent  artillery  fighting  continues, 
particularly  near  the  Hurtbise  farm  and 
the-  sector  of  Craonne,  where  our  troops 
consolidated  their  poasltlons  on  the 
California   plateau. 

"According  to  prisoners  taken  on  that 

part  of  tbe  front,  four  fresh  regiments 

which   participated   In   the  fruitless   at 


tacks  last  night  on  this  plateau  Buffered 
very  heavy  losses. 

"Northwest  of  Rheims  we  carried  out 
in  isolated  operation  which  enabled  us 
appreciably  to  enlarge  our  positions 
south  of  Haplgneul.  About  100  prison- 
ers,' including  two  officers,  remained  ln 
our  bands.  . 

The  Belgian  communication  says  there 
Is  nothing  to  report. 


The  text  of  the  afternoon  report 
follows: 

"Yesterday  evening  and  last  night 
were  marked  by  violent  new  reactions 
on  the  part  of  the  Germans  In  the 
region  northeast  of  golssons  and  along 
the  Cbemln  des  Dames,  where  we  iden- 
tified four  fresh  divisions.  Violent 
counter-attacks,  preceded  by  Intense 
bombardments,  were  launched  against 
our  positions  at  the  Froydemont  farm, 
on  the  Cerny-Hurteblse  front  and  on 
the  Craonne  and  Vauclerc  heights.  The 
lighting,  which  assumed  a  moat  vio- 
lent character,  terminated  to  the  ad- 
vantage of  our  troops,  who  maintained 
their  positions  everywhere.  The  Ger- 
mans were  mowed  down  In  masses  by 
our  heavy  and  field  artillery  and  ma- 
chine guns,  suffering  large  losses  ln 
these  engagements.  The  number  of  our 
prisoners  Is  now  more  than  0,200.  This 
brings  ths  total  number  of  prisoners 
taken  by  French  troops  in  the  fighting 
since  April  10   to   about   20,000. 

"On  tbe  remainder  of  the  front  there 
were  Intermittent  artillery  engage- 
ments. .We  broke  up  several  surprise 
attacks  by  tbe  enemy;  particularly  in 
the  Argonne,  near  Bolante  and  Grurle 
Wood.  We  made  several  successful  in- 
cursions into  the  German  lines  near 
Sonvaux  Hill  and  east  of  Monoel." 


MELBOURNE,  May  8.— Latest  elec- 
tion figures  show  that  the  victory  of 
the  Nationalists  Is  merely  a  matter  of 
tbe  size  of  tbe  majority  they  will  have 
l/  the  Senate  and  the  House,  and  that 
the  "Win  the  War"  policy  la  assured.

"Macedonian  front — In  the  bend  of 
the  Ceraa  the  artillery  duel  Increased 
at  times  to  one  of  considerable  vio- 
lence.

To  the  west  of  Vardar  enemy 
advances  against  Bulgarian  field  posts 
failed."

BERLIN,  May  7. — The  official  com- 
munication   issued    this  "evening    says: 

"On  the  Arras  front  strong  artillery 
fire  continues  on  some  sectors.  At 
Roeux  and  between  Fontaine  and  Rein- 
court  British  attacks  have  been  re- 
pulsed with  sanguinary  losses.  At 
Bullecourt  the  fighting  continues. 

"On  tbe  Aisne  strong  French  attacks 
on  both  sides  of  Craonne  failed." 


Minister  of  Interior  Introduces 
Bill  'Providing  for  Settlement 
and  Assistance  of  Men 
After  War, 


OTTAWA.  May  7. — In  the  Commons 
I  this  evening,  Hon.  Br.  W.  J.  Roche.  Min- 
ister ot  tbe  Interior,  Introduced  the 
resolution  upon  which  a  bill  providing 
for  land  settlement  for  returned  sol- 
diers will  ■  be  based.  Dr.  Roche  said 
they  expected  a  rush  of  emigration  after 
the  war.  The  British  Government 
recognlied  this,  and  wanted  to  keep  the 
British  settlers  within  the  Empire. 
This  waa  Important  both  from  an  econ- 
omic and  a  national  standpoint.  The 
legislation  they  proposed  would  apply  to 
all  soldiers  of  Canada,  Great  Britain  or 
the  Overseas  Dominions. 

Dr.  Roche  explained  the  land  settle- 
ment bills  which  had  already  been 
passed  In  New  Zealand  and  Australia 
The  New  Zealand  Act  was  administered 
by  a  land  board.  Five  hundred  thousand 
acres  were  available  for  returned  sol- 
diers, to  be  disposed  of  by  two  methodr, 
by  long  term  lease,  or  by  sale. 

The  Australian  land  settlement  policy 
was  decided  upon  at  a  conference  held 
In  February,  1016,  between  the  Common- 
wealth and  tbe  States.  It  waa  decided 
that  as  tbe  States  In  Australia  owned 
their  land  they  should  give  the  land  and 
the  Commonwealth  should  provide  the 
money.  The  Commonwealth  will  make- 
loans  to  tbe  States,  and  the  states  In 
turn  will  lend  to  the  soldiers  not  more 
than  five  hundred  pounds. 

Dr.  Roche  aald  that  It  waa  a  question 
how  many  soldiers  would  want  to  set- 
tle en  the  land.  It  waa  Impossible  to 
make  even  an  approximate  estimate. 
Many  returned  soldiers,  who  had  been 
farmers  originally,  stated  they  did  not 
intend  to  go  back  to  the  land,  and  that 
"the  white  lights  were  good  enough  for 
them."  Dr.  Roche  added  that  the  Anglo- 
Saxon  was  not  amenable  to  supervision, 
and  the  returned  soldier  would  nave  to 
decide  hla  own  allocation,  but  they 
would  endeavor  to  give  him  as  much 
guidance  as  possible. 


skill  and  likely  to  succeed  as  farmers, 
for  equipment,  purchase  of  stock  and 
Improvements.  The  loans  are  to  be  up 
to  62,000. 

There  were  the  main  provisions  of  the 
legislation,  which  would  apply  only  to 
Manitoba,  Saskatchewan  and  Alberta, 
where  the  Dominion  owned  the  land. 
Other  Provinces  would  be  left  to  dis- 
pose of  land  to  soldiers  as  they  wished. 
It  had  been  decided,  however,  not  to 
confine  the  financial  assistance  to  re- 
turned soldiers  ln  three  Western  Prov- 
inces, but  to  make  loans  to  soldiers 
locating  on  farms  Jn  any  Province.  The 
legislation  was  designed  to  assist  re- 
turned soldiers  to  locate  on  the  land 
and  to  assist  In  Increasing  agricultural 
production. 

Dr.  Roche  added  that  nothing  could 
adequately  compensate  the  brave  boys 
who  had  been  subjected  to  such  hard- 
shlpe  and  sacrifices,  and  who  had  won 
the  admiration  of  the  world.  It  was 
not  meant  as  a  compensation,  but 
merely  as  affording  them  preferential 
treatment. 


Government  Return  Shows 
That  Up  to  End  of  March 
407,221  'Men  Were  Recruited 
and  43,033  Discharged. 


OTTAWA',  May  7.— The  total  enlist- 
ments for  active  service  up  to  March  II 
were  407,221  men,  and  of  that  number 
46,026  have  been  discharged  as  medical- 
ly unfit.  '  This  includes  men  who  have 
been   Incapacitated   by   wounds. 

Returns  laid  on  the  table  of  the 
House  of  Commons  today  show  that 
29,658  men  were  discharged  ln  Canada, 
exclusive  of  these  who  have  returned 
from  overseas;  11,217  have  returned  to 
Canada  and  been  dropped  from  the  mil- 
itary forces  as  medically  unfit,  and 
1.476  were  discharged  overseas.  The  to- 
tal of  29,668  discharged  in  Canada  is 
taken  from  reports  from  all  the  mili- 
tary districts  except  Montreal  and  the 
Maritime  Provinces,  and  the  numbers 
from  these  districts  are  estimates. 

An  analysis  of  recruiting  returns  In- 
dicate that  In  1916  245,051  recruits  vol- 
unteered for  overseas  service,  and  198,- 
342  only  were  accepted.  The  percent- 
age of  acceptances  throughout  the  Do- 
minion was  thus  76,  while  34  per  cent 
were   rejected. 


COPENHAGEN,  May  7.— The  Ger- 
man newspapers,  apparently  under  in- 
structions, entirely  ignore  the  cagture 
of  Craonne.  The  French  report  of  the 
taking  of  the  village  Is  printed,  but 
is  burled  ln  a  column  of  the  Entente 
official    bulletins    and    small    type. 

No  mention  Is  made  of  the  losa  of 
Craonne  hr  the  war  correspondents, 
who  otherwise  are  Industrious  in  writ- 
ing; long  commentaries  on  the  Western 
situation,  or  by  the  military  critics. 
Capt.  von  Salzmann,  military  critic  of 
the  Vosslsche  Zeitung,  attempts  to 
warn  off  his  readers  from  reading  the 
French  reports,  assuring'  them  that  i  the 
enemy  reports  are  all  lies. 

Capt.  von  Salzmann,  discussing  the 
difficulties  of  keeping  up  the  supply  of 
ammunition  used  in  bombardments  by 
gas  bombs,  makes  the  notable  discovery 
that  the  "sinking  of  the  Lusitania  long 
postponed  the  use  of  gas  bombs  by 
the  Entente  Allies,  and  saved  perhaps 
the*  lives  of  a  hundred  thousand  Ger- 
man soldiers." 

The  writer  says  that  under  the  new 
Hlndenburg  method  of  flying  defence, 
the  best  soldiers  have  been  concen- 
trated in  a  corps  of  elite  storming 
troops,  which  Is  used  In  counter- 
strokes  regardless  of  the  cost.  Capt 
von  Salzmann  says  ln  conclusion  that 
the  people  "should  only  give  the  Ger- 
man gunners  cannon  and  enough  am- 
munition and   we  will   see  who   wins."

Speaks  of  Pride  He  Feels 
in  Commanding  Canadian 
Corps — BrilfflHrf.  Operations 
During  Past  'Month, 


CANADIAN  ARMT  HEADQUAR- 
TERS* IN  FRANCE,  May  7.— (By  the 
Canadian  Overseas  Correspondent).— 
The  Lieutenant-General  commanding 
the  Canadian  Corpe  haa  sent  out  the 
following  message  to  the  officers  and 
men  under   his  command: 

"The  brilliant  operations  during  the 
past  month,  culminating  in  the  capture 
ot  Arleux  and  Fresnoy.  seem  to  give 
me  the  opportunity  of  expressing  to  sll 
ranks  the  pride  I  feel  ln  commanding 
the  Canadian  Corps.  From  April  », 
when  the  offensive  against  Vlmy  Ridge 
began,  till  the  morning  of  May  8,  when 
Fresnoy  was  captured  and  consolidated, 
it  was  one  series  of  successes,  obtslned 
only  by  troops  whose  courage,  discipline 
and  Initiative  stsjid-  pre-eminent.  Nine 
village*  have  passed  into-  our  hands, 
eight  German  divisions  have  been  met 
and  defeated,  over  5,600  prisoners  have 
been  captured  and  booty  comprising 
some  64  gune  snd  howitsers,  10  trench 
mortars  and  126  machine  guns  has 
been  added  to  the  trophies  of  tbe  Can- 
adians. The  training  undergone  dining 
the  Winter  has  borne  fruit,  and  It  is  this 
training,  which,  coupled  with  the  seal 
and  gallantry  which  are  so  conspicuous 
In  all  ranks  of  the  corpe,  that  win  son- 
tlnue.  to  gain  results  as  potent  and  as 
far-reaching  aa  those  which  began  with 
tbe  capture  of  Vlmy  Ridge." 

The  funeral  of  Ueut.-Col.  Written,  of 
the  Canadian  artillery,  killed  In  action 
on  the  afternoon  before  the  capture  of 
Fresnoy,  was  made  the  occasion  of  a 
display  of  the  respect  and  affection  felt 
hy  an  ranks  for  this  very  gallant  offi- 
cer. 

Tbe  funeral  waa  attended  by  officers 
ot  tbe  division  with  which  the  deceased 
officer  had  been  connected,  by  the  gen- 
eral oflboer  commanding  the  artillery 
corps  and  by  many  gunners  who  bad 
served 


WASHINGTON,  May  7.— Naval  co- 
operation between  the  United  States  add 
the  Allies  against  Germany  is  being 
negotiated  largely  ln  London,  it  was 
learned  today,  instead  of  here  at  Wash- 
ington, as  is  the  case  with  military  and 
other  subjects.  Rear  Admiral  81ms,  who 
was  on  hie  way  to  England  when  war 
was  declared,  and  who  has  Just  attended 
the  Allied  naval  conference  at  Paris,  is 
charged  to  speak  for  the  American 
Government  on  the  major  questions  ot 
policy. 

Apart  from  the  original  announce- 
ment that  the  United  States  will  pa- 
trol American  waters  and  thus  relieve 
the  Allied  vessels  on  duty  here  for  the 
past  two  and  a  half  years,  no  state- 
ment of  naval  policy  is  expected. 
Whether  American  vessels  will  take  part 
in  the  offensive  campaign  probably  will 
be  made  known  only  through  announce- 
ment of  some  decisive  action,  if  there 
Is  one. 

Admiral  De  Chair,  head  of  the  naval 
contingent  with  the  British  War  Mis- 
sion, spent  most  of  today  at  the  Navy 
Department,  continuing  conferences  with 
bureau  chiefs,  principally  regarding  sub- 
marines. 

British  and  American  officials,  divid- 
ed into  eight  sub-committees,  represent- 
ed details  in  their  effort  to  harmonize 
She  conflicting  opinions  as  to  how 
America's  aid  may  be  made  effective 
against  Germany. 

Foreign  Secretary  Balfour  was  of- 
ficially received  by  the  Supreme  Court 
thia  morning.  In  the  afternoon  Samuel 
Compere,  president  or  the  American 
Federation  of  Labor,  with  the  British 
labor  leaders,  who  have  come  to  this 
country  on  his  Invitation,  called  on  Mr. 
Balfour. 

It  was  stated  that  the  discussion  was 
purely    confidential.

today  at  the  trial  of  Capt.  Franz  Rin- 
telen, of  the  German  navy,  and  several 
Americans  charged  with  using  the 
council  in  an  alleged  conspiracy  to  fo- 
ment strikes  to  break  up  the  Entente 
Allies  munition  traffic  ln  this  country. 
The  messages,  as  the  addresses  and 
signatures  showed,  passed  mostly  be- 
tween David  Lamar,  former  Represen- 
tatives Frank  Buchanan  and  H.  Robert 
Fowler,  Henry  B.  Martin  and  Herman 
Schultels,  all  defendants.  In  some  In- 
stances, although  Identified  by  the 
handwriting  as  having  been  written  by 
one  or  other  of  the  defendants,  assum- 
ed names  were  signed. 

Some  of  the  messages  were  addressed 
to  various  labor  leaders,  with  whom  It 
appeared  the  alleged  plotters  .  wars 
seeking  appointments  ln  furtherance  of 
their    plans. 

A  number  of  telegrams  passed  be- 
tween Buchanan  at  Atlantic  City  and 
other  defendants  regarding  the  impos- 
sibility of  enlisting  the  support  of 
Samuel  Gompers,  President  of  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor,  for  call- 
ing a  national  labor  congress,  which 
made  It  most  difficult  to  succeed,  aa 
Buchanan  wired  his  alleged  confeder- 
ates. James  J.  McCracken,  of  Detroit, 
president  of  a  steam  engineers'  local, 
told  how  he  was  asked  by  Fowler  at 
Washington  if  it  would  be  possible  to 
have  a  longshoreman's  strike  at  New 
York.  He  told  him,  he  said,  that 
"nothing  is  impossible." 

John  H.  Lorch,  president  of  local  99, 
International  Steam  Engineers,  Wash- 
ington, D.C.,  and  Milton  Snelllng,  of 
Chicago,  president  of  the  Engineers' 
National  Union*  tooth  testified  that 
they  were  asked  to  Join  the  peace  coun- 
cil, and  that  Buchanan  told  them  "he 
didn't  care  where  the  money  came 
from"  to  finance  the  council's  projects, 
because  "this  thing  is  so  big  and  great 
I  don't  care  where  the  money  cornea 
from." 


LONDON,  May  7.— From  along  the 
whole  length  of  the  British  line  con- 
gratulations are  being  sent  to  the  Can- 
adians on  the  work  done  since  Easter, 
which  has  been  carried  through  without 
a  single  setback  up  to  the  present  mo- 
ment. 

It  was  the  privilege  of  the  corres- 
pondent of  the  Canadian  Associated 
Press  to  behold  something  of  the  last 
attack  made  by  the  Canadians  on  the 
German  lines  at  Fresnoy.  The  attack 
began  Just  before  dawn,  in  such  a  con- 
centrated fury  of  gunfire  that  it  seemed 
Impossible  that  any  living  thing  could 
survive,  but  when  the  Canadians  did 
move  forward  there  was  a  most  stren- 
uous opposition  awaiting  them.  It 
would  detract  from  their  tenacity  If  one 
made  light  of  what  they  had  to  meet. 
However,  they  arrived  at  their  objective 
long  before  the  sun  was  high,  and  now 
the  guns  of  both  sides  are  again  pound- 
ing away  steadily  in  the  manner  which 
is  associated  with  humdrum  operations. 

General  Byng's  message  to  the  Cana- 
dians has  already  -been  issued.  There 
was  no  doubt  of  the  wholehearted  pleas- 
ure he  finds  ln  being  bead  of  a  corps 
which  haa  had  such  a  consistent  measure 
of  success.

More  Men  and  Aircraft  Weeded 
LONDON,  May  8.— The  military  cor- 
respondent ot  The  Times,  giving  fur* 
ther  impressions  of  his  recent  visit  to 
tbe  British  front,  replies  to  criticisms 
made  of  the  types  of  airplanes  used  by 
trie  Brlllgn. — HO  belleVefi  that  the  latest 
type  of  the  British  fighting  plana  Id 
equal  to  the  German,  but  that  a  greater 
number  of  them  Is  needed.  This  ma- 
chine is  operated  by  a  lone  aviator,  and 
carries  two  guns. 

In  reference  to  the  wear  and  tear  ott 
machines  and  the  strain  on  the  pilots, 
the  correspondent  says,  that  the  life  of 
an  airplane  does  not  exceed  two  months, 
while  the  pilots,  who. are  mostly  nine- 
teen or  twenty  years  old,  have  to  fight 
for  two  months  before  they  are  much 
good.  The  strain  Js  so  great  that  few 
can  stand  it  for  more  than  three,  six  or 
nine  montha. 

The  writer  contends  that  tbe  British 
have  not  enough   men  or  enough  divi- 
sions in  the  field,  and  says  that  the  so-' 
verity   of  the  present  fighting  adda  to 
tbe  aeverity  of  the  question.

—  A  plea 
against  a  premature  peace  for  Russia, 
and  renewed  assurance  that  American 
wage-earners  .and  ths  American  people 
are  in  hearty  sympathy  with  the  Rus- 
sian democratic  movement,  are  included 
In  a  long  cablegram  sent  by  Presdent 
Samuel  Gompers,  of  the  American 
Federation  of  Labor  to  the  executive 
committee  of  the  Council  of  Workmen's 
and  Soldiers'    deputies  at  Petrograd. 

Speaking  for  organised  labor  in  this 
country,  Mr.  Gompera  alao  expresses 
complete  confidence  in  the  purposes  and 
opinions  of  the  American  war  mission 
soon  to  go  to  Russia  Although  be 
does  not  mention  specifically  the  recent 
attacks  on  Elihu  Root,  who  will  head  tbe 
mission.  Mr.  Gompers  denounces  aa 
criminal  and  pro-German  any  suggestion 
that  tbe  members  win  seek  to  Interfere 
ln  Russia's  Internal  affair*,  or  wiU  give 
any  advice  except  with  the  purpose  of 
combatting  the  common  enemy. 

Forcible  annexations  are  condemned, 
and  Mr.  Gompers  pleads  that  every  peo- 
ple affected  by  tbe  war  should  la  the 
end  be  free  to  choose  their  aUoglanca.

PETROGRAD.  via  London.  May  7. — 
"In  the  region  of  the  village  of  Potchnl, 
on  the  Bereslna  River  (Weetern  front) 
our  artillery  dispersed  an  enemy  at- 
tempt to  approach  our  trenches,"  says 
the  official  Russian  statement  tonight. 

"In  the  direction  of  Vladimir  Volyn- 
skl,  south  of  Zubllno,  after  an  intense 
Are  with  grenades  and  bombs,  an  enemy 
company  left  their  trenches  and  began 
to  attack  our  trenches  with  hand 
grenades.  Our  artillery  drove  them 
back   to   their   trenches. 

"On  the  Kabarovoe-Zboroff  front  the 
enemy  carried  out  an  intense  bombard- 
ment. 

"On  the  Roumanian  front  enemy 
attempts  to  attack  our  positions  south 
and  southwest  of  Cona  were  repulsed 
by  our  barrages.  On  the  remainder 
of  this  front  there  were  scouting  af- 
fairs. 

"Caucasian  front:  Our  fire  repulsed 
a  small  Turkish  atUok  northeast  of 
Kighl  and  another  attack  in  the  region 
of  Achagt  Bourtn,  northwest  of  Ognott. 
Our  artillery  brought  down  a  German 
airplane  in  the  neighborhood  ot  Goura- 
gulmira.  Two  officers  were  made  pris- 
oner. A  squadron  of  German  airplanes 
dropped  bombs  on  Seletlna,  Moldava 
and    Klmpolung." 

The  Russian  official  communication 
of  yesterday  said: 

••Western  front:  In  the  direction  of 
Kovel,  near  Kukhary  Veletsk,  In  the 
direction  of  Vladimir  Volynskl  and  near 
Zarddtiy  and  Soulvoff,  the  enemy  direct- 
ed an  Intense  artillery  fire  against  our 
trenches. 

"In  the  direction  of  Zplotchevek. 
near  Kabarovtse.  tbe  night  of  Satur- 
day-Sunday the  enemy  took  the  offen- 
sive. His  waves  approached  our 
barbed  wire,  but  were  met  with  the 
fire  from  our  rifles,  machine  guns  and 
artillery  and  fell  back  to  their  trenches. 

"On  the  rest  of  the  front  there  has 
been  the  usual  rifle  firing. 

"On  the  Roumanian  and  Caucasus 
fronts  there  have  been  rifle  firing  and 
scouting  engagements."

WITH     THE     BRITISH     ARMT     IN 

FRANCE,  May  a,  via  London.  May  7.— 
(From  a  staff  correspondent  of  the  As- 
sociated Press.)— While  the  fighting  for 
the  last  fortnight  has  wrought  compar- 
atively little  Chance  geographically 
along  the  British  front,  it  has,  as  a 
matter  of  fact,  been  of  almost  as  great 
Importance  as  any  other  fighting  -dur- 
ing the  entire  war.  It  has  compelled 
the  Qennans  to  throw  ia  suoh  vast 
numbers  of  their  reserves  that  com- 
paratively few  of  the  fifty  or  more 
fresh  divisions  assigned  to  the  West- 
ern front  this  year  by  Field-Marshal 
von  Hind  en  burg  remain  unsoorched 
by  the  flames  of  the  French  and  Bri- 
tish offensive  battles.  In  view  of  this 
it  is  small  wonder  that  the  press  re- 
ports from  Petrograd  assert  that  Ger- 
man divisions  have  been  withdrawn 
from  the  Russian  front  and  started  for 
France. 


'  There  is  no  denying  that  since  the 
British  offensive  took  them  by  sur- 
prise on  Easter  Monday  and  drove 
them  from  some  of  their  most  formid- 
able positions,,  the  Germans  have 
fought  with  great  tenacity  and  stub- 
borness,  but  at  what  cost  they  alone 
can  correctly  reckon.  They  have  en- 
deavored to  meet  the  Entente  forces' 
superiority  in  artillery  by  sheer  weight 
of  men,  which  has  meant  a  deepening 
of  their  fortified  sone.  Thus,  when 
one  line  of  men  has  been  swept  away 
there  is  another  and  yet  another.  How 
long  such  tactics  can  continue,  how 
long  the  German  soldiers  can  endure 
the  withering  blast  of  artillery  which 
Is  ever  upon  them,  Is  purely  a  matter 
of  conjecture. 

German  military  writers  have  been 
referring  of  late  -to  the  Hlndenburg 
line  as  a  living,  mobile  wall,  which  by 
means  of  its  various  switch  lines,  can 
bend  backward  and  forward  as  If 
moving  on  so  many  hinges.  Now,  how- 
ever, the  men  of  the  living  wall  are 
fighting  behind  great  barriers  of  their 
dead. 

xui   ronsuvttoaa 

The  Germans,  in  fact,'  seem  to  be 
carrying  out  their  defensive  battles 
with  the  same  unshakable  belief  In  the 
power  of  mass  formation  that  charac- 
terised their  first  onslaughts  upon  forts 
on  the  Belgian  frontier  and  later  their 
futile  offensive  against  Verdun. 

The  British  assaulting  lines  In  the 
recent  fighting,  thanks  to  the  over- 
whelming weight  of  the  artillery  be- 
hind them,  have  been  nothing  like  the 
strength  of  the  German  defending 
troops.  Similarly,  the  Germans  have 
delivered  their  counter-attacks  with 
forces  often  outnumbering  threefold 
the  British  holding  the  positions  upon 
which  the  attacks  were  directed.  The 
Germans  had  to  make  these  counter- 
attacks across  the  open,  under  the 
very  eyes  of  the  British  field  guns,  and 
the  losses  entailed  have  been  visibly 
enormous. 

It  Is  not  possible  to  visit  a  battery 
in  the  Arras  section  without  hearing 
of  the  wonderful  shooting  they  have 
had  of  late.  There  has  been  nothing 
like  it  since  the  war  began,  so  far  as 
the  British  are  concerned,  and  the 
khaki-clad  gunners  feel  that  they  are 
paying  off  many  old  scores  of  the  early 
days  when  the  German  artillery  dom- 
inated and  there  waa  not  a  single  high 
caltbred  British  cannon  on  the  contin- 
ent. 

Air  Machines  Bel* 

The  co-operation  of  the  aeroplanes 
and  artillery  in  smashing  the  counter- 
attacks has  been  little  short  of  mar- 
velous. The  prying  machines  have 
quickly  discovered  the  assembling 
of  troops  and  have  sent  minute  details 
by  wireless  back  to  the  batteries,  with 
the  result  that  the  guns  were  trained 
and  ready  the  moment  the  gray-clad 
hordes  issued  from  protecting  trees  or 
a  village,  simply  smothering  them  un- 
der high  explosives  and  sheets  of 
leaden  shrapnel  rain. 

when  it  is  recalled  that,  as  at  Gav- 
relle.  there  have  been  nearly  a  score 
of  unsuccessful  German  counter-at- 
tacks, some  Idea  of  the  German  losses 
can  be  had.  Since  the  dead  left  be- 
hind tell  the  tale,  great  efforts  have 
been  made  latterly  by  the  Germans 
to  clear  the  battlefields  of  their  dead 
wherever  It  is  possible  to  do  so. 

More  recently  orders  have  been 
captured  on  the  subject,  together  with 
one  urgent  appeal  from  a  company 
commander  that  "at  least  two  big 
wagons  be  sent  immediately  to  carry 
away  our  dead." 

It  is  one  of  the  paradoxes  of  modern 
fighting  that  fixed  positions  have  actu- 
ally yielded  more  rapidly  to  direct  at- 
tack and  have  been  more  easily  de- 
fended against  counter-attacks  than 
the  semi-open  warfare  shelters  dug 
here  and  there  in  new  ground.  For 
Instance,  since  Thursday  last  the  Ger- 
mans have  been  throwing  great  masses 
sgalnst  the  Australian  forces  in  an 
endeavor  to  retake  the  sections  of  the 
Hlndenburg  line  east  of  Bullecourt, 
captured  on  May  S.  representing  a  dis- 
tinct salient.  The  Germans  have  been 
killed  by  artillery,  and  at  night  have 
been  driven  off  with  bombardments 
snd  bayonets. 


pot  to  retire  nnttl  they  are  tossed  to 
do  so.  Thus  It-  can  bo  soon  Oust  of- 
fensive operations  in  which  great 
losses  are  indicted  are  often  of  more

SOLOIEfTS  AftE  SUtYOCTED

The  bite  Into  the  Hlndenburg  line  by 
the  Australian  forr-ea  has  meant  the 
almost  complete  obliteration  of  a  sec- 
tion of  this  strong  position  which  for- 
merly ran  from  Arras  to  Queant.  The 
capture  of  Vtmy  Ridge  by  the  Can- 
adian forces  on  April  0.  left  the  Arras- 
Queaat  position  "in  the  air."  and  the 
turning  of  the  top  of  that  line  next 
day  beyond  Neuvtlle-Vltasse  led  the 
Germans  to  begin  the  Immediate  pre- 
paration of  the  so-called  Droeourt- 
Queant  switch  aa  the  new  northern  ex- 
tension of  the  Hlndenburg  line. 

With  the  Australian  troops  east  of 
Bullecourt  threatening  the  Important 
Queant  Junctions,  the  Germans  natur- 
ally are  fighting  with  the  utmost  deter- 
mination to  offset  the  latent  advance. 
and  again  their  less  is  have  been  ad- 
mittedly  large. 

The  British  are  In  touch  with  the 
Hlndenburg  line  alt  the  way  from 
Qneant  sooth  to  St.  Quenttn  and  are 
steadily  pressing  the  Germans  toward 
the  Drerourt  a«*lteh  In  the  north.  The

MONTREAL.  May  7.— The  Gazettes 
correspondent  in  London  cables  that  Sir 
George  Periey  has  assured  him  that  the 
allegations  made  la  recent  debates  in 
the  House  of  Commons  at  Ottawa 
against  the  sobriety  of  the  Canadian  sol- 
diers   "are  without   foundation." 

Sir  George  Periey,  the  correspondent 
says,  recently  conferred  with  the  Brit- 
ish Provost  Marshal  of  the  London 
ares,  who  reported  that,  taking  one 
week  as  a  sample,  only  seven  Canadians 
were  taken  to  the  Metropolitan  police 
stations  for  being  drunk,  which  was  con- 
sidered infinitesimal  in  proportion  to  the 
many  thousands  on  leave  or  engaged  in 
London. 

The  matter  was  considered  at  the  Im- 
perial conference.  The  Gazette's  cor- 
respondent says,  but  the  evidence  of- 
fered in  regard  to  the  sobriety  snd  good 
discipline  of  the  overseas  soldiers  was 
ao  overwhelming  that  the  next  ques- 
tion before  the  conference  was  immedi- 
ately taken  up.

LOYAL  TO  ALUS 


Meeting  of  Soldier  Delegates 
at  Odessa  Congratulates 
British  on  Successes — Mili- 
tary Bent  on  Preserving  Order 


"ODESSA.  May  I.  via  London,  May  7.— 

The  British  Consul-General  on  Friday 
attended  a  meeting  of  the  soldier  dele- 
gates, who  for  the  second  time  offered 
congratulations  on  the  success  of  the 
British  in  Northern  France.  The  Con- 
sul pointed  out,  amid  applause,  how  the 
British  army  had  Increased  till  it  now 
numbered  5,000,000;  that  a  steady  ad- 
vance was  now  taking  place,  and  that 
every  British  success  was  a  Russian 
success  and  a  nail  in  the  coffin  of  Ger- 
man militarism.  .  The  democracies  of 
Europe  were  now  happily  aided  by  the 
United  States,  and  all  would  advance 
together. 

Col.  Brodisky.  the  president  of  the 
meeting,  declared  that  the  relations  be- 
tween Russia  and  the  AlUes  remain  un- 
changed. 

Attempts  of  Oazacks  to  bring  about  a 
pogrom  of  the  Jews  at  Kischeneff  re- 
sulted in  failure.  Inflammatory  speeches 
were  delivered  and  shots  fired.  Rumors 
of  desecration  of  churches  by  the  Jews 
were  circulated,  but  the  committee  of 
soldiers'  delegates  succeeded  in  pre- 
venting a  disturbance  with  the  aid  of 
troops. 

A  military  league  formed  here  of  offi- 
cers and  soldiers  professing  democratic 
and  republican  principles  haa  issued  a 
manifesto  declaring  that  discipline  must 
be  maintained,  and  revolutionary  Rus- 
sia must  be  defended  at  the  front  and 
against   internal    enemies. 

At  a  women's  meeting  at  Kief  nn 
orator  who  cried  "down  with  the  war" 
was  expelled  from  the  tribune  by  tho 
Eidels  with  expressions  of  contempt. 
The  remarkable  tranquility  and  order 
with  which  the  May  Day  celebrations 
were  held  throughout  the  country  was 
so  much  in  contrast  with  scenes  of 
disturbance  and  bloodshed  in  former 
years  as  to  form  the  subject  of  com- 
mentaries in  the  press.  The  black  flags 
of  the  anarchists  attracted  curiosity 
rather  than  sympathy  from  tho  specta- 
tors. 

In  accordance  with  decisions  pre- 
viously taken,  thieves  and  pickpockets 
suspended  their  professional  operations 
during  the  day.  A  member  of  the  con- 
fraternity even  called  at  the  police  sta- 
tion for  the  purpose  of  inquiring  whe- 
ther tho  colleagues  had  duly  adhered 
to  the  engagement. 

A  meeting  of  officers  of  the  Odessa 
garrison  passed  resolutions  deciding  to 
support  the  Provisional  Government  and 
prosecute  the  war  to  a  victorious  con- 
clusion. In  reply  to  tho  request  of  tho 
Council  of  Workmen's  and  Soldiers' 
delegates  In  Petrograd  that  they  refrain 
from  Issuing  separate  edicts,  they  ex- 
pressed the  conviction  that  Jews  now 
admitted  to  equality  of  righto  in  tho 
army  will  co-operate  with  other  nation- 
alities in  Russia  in  bringing  the  war  to 
a  victorious  end.

LONDON.  May  7.— Whether  the  peo- 
Plev>f  the  United  Kingdom  will  respond 
to  the  appeal  for  voluntary  economy  In 
broad  and  wheat  flour  embodied  In 
Kiiqn  Georges  proclamation,  and  In 
posters  and  pamphlets  issued  by  the 
ministry  of  food,  remains  to  bo  seen, 
but  in  the  meantime  the  ministry  to 
working  at  high  pressure  to  put  the 
finishing  touches  on  the  machine  which 
will  be  established  for  compulsory  ra- 
tioning unless  tho  country  cuts  down 
on  consumption  sharply  of  its  own  vo- 
lition. 

The  rationing  of  45,000,000  people 
presents  a  tremendous  and  Intricate 
problem.  The  ministry,  however,  be- 
lleveo  that  it  will  be  largely  solved 
In  the  scheme  evolved.  Bearing  In 
mind  Germany's  rationing  plan,  which 
Is  said  to  be  a  complete  failure.  Baron 
Devonport,  Food  Controller,  has  turned 
to  the  well  nigh  perfect  organisation 
developed  by  Herbert  C.  Hoover,  chair- 
man of  the  commission  for  relief  in 
Belgium,  for  guidance.  The  definite 
conditions  prevailing  in  Belgium  and 
England,  of  course,  make  It  Impossible 
to  use  the  Belgium  scheme  as  a  whole, 
but  the  Food  Controller  has  secured 
valuable  bints  from   It. 

Decentralisation 

The  main  idea  of  the  British  plan  la 
decentralization.  The  whole  United 
Kingdom  has  been  divided  into  IS 
areas,  each  of  which  has  been  sub- 
divided into  cities,  boroughs,  urban 
district  councils  and  rural  district 
councils.  These  final  small  units  will 
be  charged  wttlr distributing  bread  and 
flour  to  the  residents  in  their  territory 
through  bread  cards  or  some  similar 
plan. 

A  rationing  committee,  composed  of 
Baron  Devonport,  Kennedy  Jones,  and 
other  prominent  men,  would  decide 
what  rations  were  to  be  established, 
what  divisions  there  would  be  of  the 
population  into  classes  and  other  like 
questions.  Another  advisory  committee 
would  handle  the  finances,  and  a  fur- 
ther committee  under  Lord  St.  Davids 
control   the  millers. 

A  vast  army  of  something  like  50,- 
000  people,  composed  principally  of  dis- 
tributing officials  who  will  assume  the 
rationing  work  in  addition  to  their 
regular  duties,  will  be  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Alfred  Butt,  who  is  well  known 
on  both  sides  of  the  Atlantic  as  a  the- 
atrical magnate.  Mr.  Butt  has  been 
studying  the  food  rationing  question 
fof  some  months,  and  becomes  chief 
director  under  the  new  scheme.  The 
fifteen  areas  would  each  have  a  con- 
troller, who  would  be  responsible  to 
the  national  rationing  committee.  Each 
major  area  also  would  have  many 
minor  controllers,  who  would  govern 
the  workers  assigned  to  distributing 
food.  It  will  take  about  two  months 
to  Instruct  those  who  are  being  ap- 
pointed by  the  Food  Controller  in  their 
duties  as  ratloners.  This  would  be 
about  the  middle  of  July,  and  by  then 
it  is  expected  that  the  people  of  the 
'country  will  have  given  evidence  as  to 
whether  they  are  going  to  comply  with 
the  voluntary  rationing  plan.  Harvest 
conditions  and  the  amount  of  Imports 
available  also  will  be  a  factor  In  de- 
termining whether  the  rationing  scheme 
shall  be  put  Into  operation. 


Says  Statements  Regarding 
Grand  Trunk  'Made  in  Re- 
port of  Commissioners  Are 
Inaccurate  and  Mlsieading.

"I  have  read  the  majority  report  of 
Sir  Henry  Drayton  and  M.  W.  Ac- 
worth  who,  with  A.  H.  Smith,  presi- 
dent of  the  New  York  Central  Co..  were 
appointed  a  npeolal  commission  to  ex- 
amine the  Canadian  railway  situation. 
I  have  not,  however,  aeen  the  report  of 
Mr.  Smith,  dissenting  from  the  views 
of   the  other  commissioners. 

"I  am  extremely  surprised  at  some 
of  the  statements  made  in  the  report 
with  regard  to  the  position  of  the 
Grand  Trunk  Railway  Company  of 
Canada,  which,  with  all  respect  to  the 
commissioners  signing  the  majority 
report,  I  am  compelled  to  say  are  In- 
accurate and  misleading.  So  far  an 
that  company  is  concerned  its  credit 
at  the  present  time  is  high,  and  Its 
financial  position  not  at  all  as  stated 
in  the  report. 

"During  the  past  Ave  years  the  Grand 
Trunk  has. borrowed  In  New  Tork  for 
cspltal  purposes  over  911,000,000,  and 
had  it  not  been  for  the  war.  which 
created  abnormal  conditions,  further 
cspltal  would  have  been  procured  and 
expended  If  prices  had  been  satisfac- 
tory and  deliveries  could  have  been 
obtained. 

"In  view  of  the  statements  contain- 
ed in  the  report  and  calculated  to  im- 
pair the  credit  of  the  company  I  think 
it  only  Just  to  the  holders  of  Grand 
Trunk  securities  that  they  should  be 
assured  of  the  absolute  safety  of  their 
investments. 

"At  a  later  date  a  full  statement 
with  regard  to  the  company's  position 
will  be  made."

Mr.  O.  D.  Skelton,  who  is  a  specialist 
on  tha  subject  he  write*  about,  has  con- 
tributed SB  article  to  The  Queen's  Quar- 
terly on  the?

A  decree  has  recently  appeared  in  the 
German  official  Imperial  Journal  order- 
ing  the  liquidation  of  the  property  and 
investments  of  French  subjects  in  Ger- 
many. Including  Alsace-Lorraine.  This 
is  regarded  as  a  step  toward  confisca- 
tion and  Is  officially  presented  as  a 
measure  of  reprisals.  The  Trench  offi- 
cial statement  resents  this  as  unwar- 
ranted, as  German  property  and  invest- 
ments in  France  have  been  sequestered 
pending  settlement  of  accounts  after 
the  war,  and  only  in  conformity  with 
individual  rights.  The  reason  for  ths 
move  is  interpreted  on  the  ground  that 
the  Germans  have  vastly  ths  advantage 
of  the  French  in  the  matter  of  for- 
eign Investments,  and,  therefore,  have 
the  usual  scruples  In  regard  to  inter- 
national usage.  Confiscation  would  In 
all  probability  be  followed  by  reprisals 
en  the  part  of  France. 

In  this  connection,  an  interesting 
question  haa  been  raised  in  the  United 
States  In  respect  of  the  right  to  con- 
fiscate German  ships  Interned  In  Ameri- 
can waters.  The  status  of  these  ships, 
in  the  event  of  a  state  of  war  being  de- 
clared between  these  two  nations,  has 
heen  the  eubjoct  of  much  discussion. 
and  now  a  new  view  Is  being  presented. 
These*  ships  sought  an  asylum  from 
thslr  enemies  In  United  States  porta,  aa 
waa  their  right,  but  on  the  understand- 
ing that  their  crews  should  demean 
themselves  as  they  would  In  peace 
times,  and,  in  addition,  be  prepared  to 
obey  any  proper  end  lawful  orders  that 
the  United  States  Government  might  en- 
force, even  compelling  them  to  leave 
American  waters  under  safe  convoy. 
That  to  a  proposition  well  established  In 
international    law. 

The  status  of  Interned  German  ships 
has  been  materially  altered  by  the  fact 
that  laternatlonal  aaage  has  not  been 
observed  by  these  ahlps.  They  were 
built  with  a  view  to  their  conversion 
into  warships  by  simply  mounting  guns 
and  were  manned  by  naval  r»+tf% 
crew*  It  has  been  amply  proved  that 
they  were  from  tho  first  under  tb*  con- 
trol of  ths  heme  Government,  and 
ware  never  at  any  jlme  In  the  category 
of  peaceful  ships  nnder  exclusive  oon- 
troi  of  thslr  owners.  In  the  final  rup- 
ture of  peaceful  relations  their  e*m- 
menders  received  orders  to  destroy  the 
maahiaery  and.  If  possible,  to  destroy 
the  ships  themselves,  at  lesst  tho  let- 
ter to  the  supposition.  These  orders, 
which  emanated  frem  ths  German  Oov- 
ernment.  and  not  from  their  owners. 
warn  seted  open  according  te  naval 
discipline  in  anticipation  or  war,  and 
thus  constituted  sets  of  hsstUlty.

The  Germans  have  ons  Journalist  who 
is  endeavoring  to  steer  hi*  people  aright 
and  he  Is  not  afraid  to  talk  out.

Sir,— 1  see  by  an  article  in  The  Sun- 
day's Colonist  headed,  "Makes  Appeal 
for  Patriotic  Fund,"  that  a  sub-commit- 
tee of  the  Patriotic  Service,  I.O.D.E., 
are  taking  steps  to  collect  a  fund  for 
widows  and  orphans  and  dependents 
of  sailors  and  soldiers  who  have  fal- 
len in  battle,  at  sea,  or  otherwise,  as 
members  of  the  expeditionary  force. 

We  have,  I  believe,  some  thirty 
widows  and  a  half  hundred  orphans  In 
Victoria,  and  tho  number  Is  bound  to 
increase.

With  the 
cost  of  living  where  it  Is  now,  it  re- 
quires no  argument  to  show  that  even 
the  most  efficient  woman  could  not 
bring  up  a  family  according  to  the 
standard  of  Canadian  living.  Are  we 
to  rest  content'  feeling  that  these  chil- 
dren have  only  a  bare  existence  before 
them  and  s  poor  start  In  life,  both 
physically  and  mentally  because  their 
fathers  laid  down  their  lives'  for  the 
defence  of  the  Empire  end  the  world. 
To  attempt  to  bring  up  a  family  on  an 
Inadequate  Income  can  only  have  one 
result,  the  lowering  of  the  standard 
of  living.  They  move  into  undesirable 
localities  for  the  sake  of  cheap  rent, 
the  children  often  thrown  Into  ques- 
tionable companionship.  The  physical. 
standard  must  be  lowered,  for  they 
will  want  for  good  clothing,  and  how 
can  they  have  medical  attendance, 
teeth  cared  for,  etc..  with  the  pensions 
what  they  are  end  no  provision  made 
In  this  country  for  free  attention  of 
such  kind  for  soldiers'  children.  There 
will  always  be  delicate  mothers  end 
Invalid  children,  but  the  scale  of  pen- 
sions takes  no  note  of  these.  There 
ara  other  cases  of  talented  and  am- 
bltldfcs  children  desiring  only  education 
with  a  view  to  making  for  themselves 
a  good  and  honorable  place  la  ths  so- 
cial and  commercial  life  of  the  Province 
or  Dominion.  The  pension  ceases  at 
the  age  of  l«  with  boys  and  >7  with 
girl*  Tho  pity  of  It  Is  that  these 
young  people  should  not  be  helped  a 
little  longer  to  a  position  they  ara  by 
nature  fitted  to  fill. 

Their  has*  should  appeal  to  us  more 
than  the  returned  soldier,  for  la  many 
cases  after  rest  and  education  he  will 
be  able  to  do  well  for  his  family.  If 
be  has  nothing  else  he  has  bis  life  and 
his  vote,  which  te  combination  with  his 
follows  Win  enable  then  te  get  con- 
sideration frem  parties  tn  political 
power.  But  this  ether  group  of  suf- 
ferers from  tht«  great  and  terrible  war 
mn  only  make  their  mute  eppeel  to  the 
tender  hearts  of  thinking  men  snd  wo- 
men. I  have  said  nothing  of  the  added 
burden*  of  grief  and  loneliness.  How 
often  we  hear  women  sey  "If  — —  only 
lives  to  rem*  berk  to  us  ws  won't 
mu*h  cere  bow  little  we  have  te  eat 
or  te  wear;"  and  It  Is  tree.  Beyond 
the  loss  sad  stress  ef  tho  present  must 
always    coma    te    them    the   dag    when 


The  key*  cents  home.''  No  matter 
how  broken,  there  will  be  greet  -  re- 
joicing and  triumph  for  all  tho  nation. 
Can  ws  jotn  with  tbeen.  thinking  of 
'  these  who  sre  sitting  in  the  shadow 
of  a  reopened  sorrow.  If  by  oar 
thoughtlessness  be  edded  to  it  the  bit- 
ef  fergetfulnass  and  neglect 
writing  from  the  trenches  pey 
wonderful  tributes  to  the  spirit,  In 
which  these  men  fall — "I  wonder  how 
any  one  dan  slack  when  they  know 
how  cheerfully  fellows  do  go  out  into 
the  unknown.  See  them  when  they 
are  hit,  and  It*  fstsl  and  they  know 
it,  and  they  will  grin  and  tell  the 
other  fellows  to  never  mind,  only 
'Carry  on.'  Tell  as  snd  so.  this  and 
that— and  they  go.  My  God,  but  they 
die  finely!  Every  one  feels  the  same 
way.  No  one  minds  whether  or  not 
be   lives   or  dlea  so   long  a*  we  win.". 

Again  one  says:  "Saw  old  L 'e  grave 

a  week  ago.  Buried  with  hundreds  of 
others  near  a  big  casualty  clearing 
section  with  Just  hi*  little  cross, 
R.LP.,  his  nams  and  number.  Some 
reward  for  ten  month*  bard .  service! 
But  It  has  been  end  will  be. the- only 
reward  for  thousands  more — tho  only 
earthly  reward— these  must  be  another 
somewhere."  Speaking  of  a  badly 
wounded  comrade:  "He  won't  grumble 
a  bit.  be  has  his  life  still,  which  is 
something,  and  think  of  all  our'  dear 
old  comrades  In  arms  who  have  laid 
down  theirs  on  this  grim  Western  line, 
and  a  whole  lot  of  us  are  not  out  of 
the  wood  yet.  But  It  will  be  all  right, 
no  one  minds  paying  the  price." 

Can  we  let  tho  sacrifice  be  all  theirs, 
that  we  may  dwell  in  safety  T  I  think 
our  duty  Is  plain.  Will  Victoria  let  a 
little  band  of  devoted  women  already 
greatly  worn  with  heavv  and  constant 
voluntary  service  take  the  responsibil- 
ity of  raising  a  fund  to  supplement 
these  pensions.  Possibly  a  tag,  which 
is  entirely  inadequate.  A  prominent 
Winnipeg  business  man  talking  of  the 
responsibility  of  tho  man  who  stayed 
at,  or  had  to  stay  at  home,  said  he 
was  afraid  the  men  were  not  taking 
an  even  share  of  National  Service  work 
with  the  women,  but  be  cheered  up 
over  the  thought  he  expressed  that 
"Any  way,  that  When  the  women  of 
Winnipeg  wanted  the  money  for  their 
enterprises  they  only  had  to  ask  and 
-it  was  provided;  so  they  don't  grum- 
ble when  they  go  off  to  play  golf  and 
leave  them  all  the  work  of  dlspeni- 
ing  It."  I  think  here  In  Victoria,  ex- 
cept for  the  patriotic  Fund,  the  women 
have  had  the  "double  lug,"  but  I  be- 
lieve the  reason  of  it  is  the  men  have 
not  been  asked.  The  present  need  will 
offer  to  them  the  opportunity  to  do 
their   "bit." 

The  Patriotic  Service  Committee  had 
a  surplus  fund  from  the  hospital  ship 
collection  to  use  for  cases  not  covered 
by  the  patriotic  aid,  and  often  has 
been  expressed  the  thankfulness  that 
the  money  was  there  to  meet  emer- 
gencies. 

The  Women's  Canadian  Club  has  a 
fund  to  meet  emergencies  arising  with 
work  amongst  returned  soldiers,  and 
they  have  thanked  God  dally  for  the 
thought  that  resulted  in  its  collection. 
Tbe  need,  for  this  other  fund  has 
become  Imperative  and  must.. be  met. 
I  am  taking  the  liberty  of  making  some 
suggestions.  This  year  is  the  jubilee 
of  the  Confederation  of  tbe  Canadian 
Provinces.  In  spite  of  the  war  the  oc- 
casion should  be  suitably  celebrated.  I 
believe  the  men's  Canadian  Club  have 
this  matter  in  contemplation.  Would 
It  not  be  most  fitting  that  they  combine 
with  all  men's  organisations  and  devise 
some  plan  by  which  a  suitable  sum 
can  be  raised.  The  women's  organisa- 
tions can  be  counted  on  for  help.  This 
fund  can  be  placed  In  the  hands  of  a 
board  of  trustees  and  administered  by 
the  most  capable  and  efficient  Patriotic 
Service  Committee,  I.O.D.E.,  who  'have 
already  won  their  spurs  at  administra- 
tive work. 

The  Red  Cross  are  contemplating  a 
big  collection  oh  Empire  Day.  If  this 
other  matter  was  properly  organized 
all  other  societies  would  be  glad  to 
step  aside  In  Juno  so  that  ths  fund 
could  be  collected  on  or  near  July  1. 
They  will  have  a  great  celebration  in 
the  trenches  on  that  day,  they  always 
do,  but  this  -  year  is  tbe  jubilee  and 
they  have  "Vlmy  Ridge"  to  lay  at  the 
feet  of  this  proud  young  Dominion, 
and  as  the  Fathers  of  Confederation 
laid  aside  strong  sectional  differences 
to  unite  this  country  Into  a  powerful 
whole,  let  each  society  lay  aside  Its 
pet  project,  and  headed  by  the  men's 
Canadian  Club  devise  some  suitable 
way  of  collecting  a  fund  to  supple- 
ment the  pensions  In  cases  of  need  of 
those  who  have  fought  and  died  for 
Canada. 

Like  the  women  of  Winnipeg,  our 
women  have  sent  out  signals  of  dis- 
tress In  The  Sunday  Colonist,  and  it  is 
now  up  to  the  men  of  Victoria.  I 
shall  carry  to  my  grave  the  recollection 
of  those  stricken  women  in  their  ter- 
rible grief,  and  always  somewhere,  on 
table  or  floor  you  could  look  and  find 
that  yellow  telegram  and  Its  torn  en- 
velope— the  end  of  all  things!  But  It 
need  not  be,  if  they  know  the  sacrifice 
Is  not  forgotten,  and  that  the  proper 
bringing  up  of  their  children  Is  of 
value  to  the  state,  and  that  they  will 
be  helped  te  that  attainment;  they  will 
dry  their  eyes  and  have  the  courage 
to  do  their  best  according  to  their 
lights.  Their  burdens  will  be  shared 
by  us  according  to  the  liberality  of  our 
giving  and  the  spirit  In  which  we  give 
It.  Shall  we  do  as  they  did,  "Carry

Officers  of  the  Liberal  Association  of 
the  Federal  riding  of  Nanalmo,  which 
takes  in  from  Nanalmo  down  to  Oak 
Bay,  elected  their  officers  as  follows  nt 
their  meeting  at  Duncsn  on  Saturday: 
Honorary  president,  Sir  Wilfrid  Laur- 
ler;  honorary  vice-presidents,  Premier 
Brewster  and  the  Hon.  William  Sloan. 
M.P.P.;  president,  Dr.  Brown,  of  Nanal- 
mo; first  vice-president,  C.  Mcintosh,  of 
Esquimau;  second  vice-presidents,  Ken- 
neth Duncan,  of  Cowlchan,  and  three 
women  to  be  appointed:  secretary- 
treasurer,  George  Valla  nee,  of  Beanie  h; 
executive  committee,  five  representa- 
tive* to  be  chosen  by  each  assclation  In 
tho  riding,  as  follows:  Saanlch,  Nanal- 
mo, Esquimau,  Ladysmlth,  Cowlchan 
and  tho  Gulf  Islands.  A  vote  of  confi- 
dence was  passed  in  Premier  Brewster. 
Preliminary  arrangements  were  made 
for  holding  th*  nominating  convention 
for  the  Dominion  election  in  tb*  near 
future.  Mr.  F.  A  Pauline,  M.P.P,  of 
Saanlch,  was  the  chief  speaker. 

''After  all  the  agitation  there  has 
been  ever  the  question  of  tho  Gulf 
Island*  steamship  service  the  Govern- 
ment has  stepped  in  and  settled  tho 
matter  out  on  hand,"  aaya  the  Nanalmo 
Herald,  "It  has  agreed  to  give  an  in- 
creased subsidy  to  the  Canadian  Pacific 
Company  and  the  company  is  to  op- 
erate on  ths  old  schedule.  This  means 
first  of  all  that  tho  work  of  tho  Board 
of  Trade  and  ths  agitation  that  has 
been  carried  on  have  been  -  utterly 
wasted.  It  means  that  the  big  corpor- 
ations, such  as  ths  C.  P.  R.  can  pull 
more  political  strings  and  get  more 
from  a  Government  department  than 
the  community  directly  affected.  In 
thO  first  place  application  was  made 
for  an  Increased  subsidy  In  order  to' 
get  a  better  and  more  extended  ser- 
vice. The  local  member,  Mr.  F.  H. 
Shepherd,  held  out  no  hopes  of  getting 
an  Increased  subsidy  and  he  was 
charged  about  butting  up  against  ths 
C.  P.  R.  He  quoted  letters  from  the 
bead  of  the  department  within  whose 
jurisdiction  the  matter  fell  to  show 
that  no  frosh  subsidies  were  to  be 
granted  during  the  war.  But  In 
spite  of  Mr.  Shepherd  and  everything 
else,  ths  Government  without  consid- 
ering the  most  important  aspect  of  the 
question,  that  of  an  extended  service, 
haa  granted  quite  unexpectedly,  an  In- 
crease In  ths  subsidy.  How  trus  It  to 
In  Canada  that  Government  depart- 
ments, move  In  a  mysterious  way  their 
wonders  to  perform.  Some  years  ago 
the  people  of  the  Islands  and  in  ad- 
jacent towns  on  Vancouver  island,  had 
a  good  steamship  service.  ThO  cost  to 
the  Government  was  94,900  a  year.  Nest 
the  C.  P.  R.  took  the  service  over  at 
97,509  a  year,  but  cut  out  part  of  the 
service    Including   Nanalmo.    Ladysmlth

Orowlng  sentiment  prevails  in  1< 
military  circles  that  voluntary  enlist- 
ment in  Canada  haa  outlived  its  stage 
of  usefulness;  that  stronger,  more 
direct  measures  must  be  employed  by 
the  Government  If  the  strength  of  the 
Dominion's  overseas  forces  is  to  bo 
maintained,  and  that  the  nation-wide 
tour  of  Major-General  S.  C.  Mewburn, 
who  will  arrive  in  Victoria  tomorrow, 
will  result  In  the  formulation  of  a  new 
policy — possibly  out-and-out  conscrip- 
tion— in  order  that  the  situation  may 
be    effectively    met. 

While  no  statements  of  an  official 
character  have  been  made  at  head-

service,  and  a  recommendation  to  that 
effect  was  given  General  Mewburn 
when  he  passed  through  Military  Dis- 
trict Xo.

the  more  important  overseas  service,  so 
that  the  Defence  Force  tends  to  de- 
prive the  Expeditionary  Force  of  re- 
cruits. 

Recruiting  for  the  non-combatant 
units,  especially  the  Forestry  battal- 
ions, is  making  good  progress  through- 
out British  Pninmhla  and  all  four 
corps  that  require  men  for  this  branch 
of  service  are  flnilng  a  fairly  ready  re- 
sponse and  so  far  have  met  little  diffi- 
culty in  reaching  full  strength.

It  is  next  to  certain  that  British 
Columbia  officers  will  endeavor  to  im- 
press upon  Generil  Mewburn  the  need 
for  some  form  of  compulsion.  While 
they  are  reluctant  to  say  anything  on 
the  matter  until  after  consultation 
with  the  General,  it  is  intimated  that 
they  believe  a  more  drastic  policy  must 
be  initiated  if  the  Canadian  overseas 
battalions  are  to  be  kept  at  full 
strength.  Canada  has  now  five  divi- 
sions in  France,  the  fifth  having  Just 
gone  across  the  Channel  under  the 
command  of  Major-General  Garnet  B. 
Hughes,  D.S.O.,  C.M.G.,  a  Victorian. 
But  while  there  are  nominally  five 
divisions  in  the  field,  it  is  reported 
that  there  cannot  be  more  than  four 
divisions  in  actual  strength,  as  the 
recent  casualties  sustained  in  the 
Vlmy  Ridge  and  Arlenx  fighting  are 
upwards  of  15,000.  Reinforcements  in 
Englrnd    are    limited. 

If  any  change  is  made  in  the  method 
of  enlistment,  no  authoritative  state- 
ment has  yet  been  given  out  as  to 
whs;  form  it  will  take.  Whether  it 
tKlll  simply  mean  the  enforcement  of 
the  M  Hit  In  Act  or  the  adoption  of  con- 
scription, modified  so  as  to  provide  for 
the  continue*  operation  of  the  nation's 
essential  industries,  it  is  likely  that 
the  decisive  step  will  be  tattcn  with  as 
little   delay  as   possible.

Is  one  of  the  most  popular  of 
the  oratorios,  and  Is  a  lasting  monument 
to  the  famous  composer.  Haydn  was 
born  in  173*,  sad  at  the  early  age  of 
six  was  put  under  the  charge  of  a  rela- 
tive who  had  been  struck  by  the  baaut- 
tlful  quality  of  the  child's  voice,  and 
who  gave  htm  his  first  lessons.  Two 
years  later  he  was  transferred  tb  the 
cathedral  choir  of  St.  Stephen,  where  ho 
remained  for  about  ten  yeara  During 
the  next  period  of  his  life  he  suffered 
great  hardship,  until  at  the  age  of  thirty- 
four,  he  became  associated  with  the 
very  wealthy  Bsterhasy  family.  Here 
had  under  hla  command  an  establish- 
ment of  twenty-one  musicians,  four- 
teen of  whom  were  instrumentalists 
and  the  remaining  seven  vocalists. 
With  these  forces  he  was  expected  to 
provide  such  muato— church,  chamber, 
or  operatic — as  was  required,  and  for 
this  body  a  great  quantity  of  Haydn's 
music  was  written.  This  orchestra 
represents  the  germ  from  which  the 
modern  orchestra  has  developed,  and 
for  his  work  in  this  connection  Haydn 
is  entitled  to  be  called  "tho  father  of 
the  modern  orchestra." 

In  17»0.  snd  again  in  1794,  Haydn 
visited  London,  and  his  experience  In  the 
metropolis  seems  to  have  awakened  him 
to  a  better  understanding  of  his  own 
powers.  In  1797  and  17S8  he  composed 
"The  Creation,"  which  was  followed  by 
"The  Seasons"  la  1801.  Haydn  had 
Beethoven  as  a  pupil  for  about  a  year 
(17SS-S). 

The  "Creation"  was  composed  when 
Haydn  was  under  the  influence  of  a 
deeply  religious  spirit,  and  hence  his 
musical  setting  of  the  Scriptural  pas- 
sages Is  full  of  fervor  snd  realism.  The 
magnificent  choruses  "The  Heavens  Are 
Telling."  "The  Lord  Is  Great,"  "Achieved 
Is  the  Glorious  Work,"  and  "Sing 
the  Lord.  Ye  Voice*  All."  are  regarded  as 
aa  gems  by  all  choirs,  and  are  well 
known  to  all  lovers  of  oratorio. 

The  most  popular  solos  are:  "Rolling 
In  Foaming  Billows,"  A  "With  Verdure 
Clad."  and  "In  Natl  ve  Worth,"  these  fre- 
quently being  rendered  In  concert  num- 
bers. The  duets  and  trios  are  exceed- 
ingly beautiful,  while,  as  may  be  ex- 
pected from  such  a  master  of  Instru- 
mentation, the  accompaniments  through- 
out convey  a  remarkable  idea  of  the 
power  of  expression   in  music. 

The  choir  of  over  one  hundred  voices, 
under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  Jackson 
Hanby,  has  done  excellent  work  at  the 
rehearsals,  and  will  no  djrubt  do  full 
Justice  to  the  choruses,  while  the  aolo- 
ists.  Miss  £va  Hart.  Mr.  Gideon  Hicks, 
and  Mr.  R.  B.  Mackenxle.  have  had 
such  wide  experience  of  oratorio  singing 
that  a  musicianly  rendering  of  their 
Parts  Is  assured.  The  duties  of  ac- 
companists will  be  carried  out  by  Mr 
Harry  Charlesworth  at  the  grand  piano 
»nd  Mr.  Edward  Parsons  at  the  organ.

Major-General  Blrks,  superintendent 
of  the  V.M.C.A.  military  work  overseas, 
and  Capt.  W.  Cameron,  who  has  also 
seen  much  service  as  an  overseas  secre- 
tary with  the  forces,  were  the  guests 
yesterdsy  at  a  luncheon  at  the  Em- 
press, where  they  each  gave  a  brief 
address  to  the  prominent  citlaens  who 
assembled  at  the  invitation  of  the  Pre- 
mier, the  Mayor  and  Mr.  Geo.  Bell 
president  of  the  local  Y.M.CA. 

Major  Blrks  dealt  with  what  might  be 
called  the  practical  side  of  the  question 
giving  dctaila  of  the  actual  work  done" 
and  its  scope,  while  Capt.  Cameron 
spoke  on  The  Challenge  of  the  Men  on 
Active  Service  to  the  Men  who  Serve  at 
Home'' 

Major  Blrks  quoted  Sir  Douglss  Hulg 
a*  describing  publicly  the  services  of 
the  Y.M.CA.  at  the  front  as  Invaluable, 
and  spoke  of  the  confidence  shown  in  the 
Association  by  the  military  authorities 
who  kept  the  Y.M.C.A.  men  informed  of 
changes  to  be  mode  In  the  disposition  of 
troops,  which  enabled  them  to  be  ready 
with  their  "huts"  to  receive  the  men  at 
different  points.  He  stated  that  laat 
Winter  the  Y.M.CA.  distributed  some 
2,000,00*  cups  of  cocoa  to  the  men  on  tl«6 
front  line  as  they  came  from  tho 
trenches,  and  told  of  how  they  served 
refreshment  right  In  the  lines  during 
the  recent  severe  fighting  at  Vlmy 
Kidge. 

Thirty  thousand  dollar*  worth  of 
writing  materials  were  given  by  tho  As- 
sociation last  ysar,  and  It  Is  expected 
that  this  amount  will  bo  doubled  this 
year.  Major  Blrks  also  touched  on  the 
value  of  the  entertainments  organised 
by  tbo  Association  behind  tho  lines, 
which  were  of  great  value  In  helping 
the  men  to  recuperate  from  the  nervous 
strain  of  fighting. 

Capt.  Cameron  said  that  the  challenge 
of  tho  men  at  the  front  to  those  at 
bom*  Is  of  *  threefold  nature a  re- 
sponsibility to  tbo  men  wh6  have  al- 
ready given  their  lives,  to  the  men  who 
sr#  today  braving  death  In  tho  trenches, 
and  to  the  men  who  will  return  boms 
when  the  great  conflict  is  ended.  The 
pert  of  those  who  have  fallen  must  not 
be  allowed  to  have  been  played  to  vain, 
aad  It  la  the  duty  of  those  at  homo  to 
constantly  do  their  best  to  car*  for  tho 
loved  one*  left  to  mourn  thefr  less. 

In  speaking  of  the  responsibility  of 
the  future.  Capt.  Cameron  declared  that 
the  most  critical  period  win  begin  the 
day  that  peace  ia  declared.  He  was  of 
the  opinion  that  when  lb*  restraints  of 
army  discipline  are  removed  the  temp- 
tations of  the  soldiers  would  he  greater, 
an*  he  express  ad  the  view  that  the 
Y.M.CA.  waa  pre-eminently  fitted  to 
deal  wltt  the  situation  which  would  fed-

AFTER  FROG  POND

once  by  City  Solicitor  Hannington,  City 
Engineer  Rust  and  City  Assessor  North- 
cotL  Kvery  Spring  the  excavation  flllo 
up  with  stagnant  water  and  frogs  from 
all  parts  of  the  district  seem  to  think 
It  won  arranged  specially  for  them. 

City  Sanitary  Inspector  Lancaster  last 
night  Informed  the  City  Council  that  the 
time  hag  come  when  the  nuisance  must 
bo  permanently  abated.  la  years  past 
this  has  boon  temporarily  done  by 
pumping  tho  excavation  dry.  Ho  ad- 
vises that  tho  city  order  the  excavation 
to  bo  filled  to  about  sixteen  inches  so 
••  to  roach  a  sewer  connection. 


BHEUsUTISi  CONQUERED

The  epidemic  of  measles  has  practic- 
ally abated.  Medical  Health  Officer,  Dr. 
Price,-  informed  tho  City  Council  last 
night.  During  the  latter  part  of  April 
there  were  comparatively  few  cases  re- 
ported. Tho  number  of  cases  in  the 
city  during  April  was  980,  making 
1.930  during  the  last  two  months. 
There  was  no  death  from  these  cases. 

During  April  there  was  no  small  pox 
in  victoria,  although  there  were  nine 
cases  In  Vancouver  and  two  at  the 
Quarantine  Station  at  William  Head. 
Precautions  were  taken  by  Dr.  Price 
against  the  introduction  of  the  Infec- 
tion into  Victoria  and  communication 
with  the  Chinese  at  the  quarantine  and 
their  cousins  in  Victoria  was  absolutely 
prohibited.  The  period  of  infection  of 
the  cases  to  Vancouver  and  at  tho 
Quarantine  Station  Is  over  and*  there 
seems  to  be  no  danger  now  of  small- 
pox coming  to  Victoria. 

There  were  ton  cases  of  diphtheria 
in  April,  two  Chinese  and  one.  a  white 
boy.  who  got  It  through  his  habit  of 
rummaging  in  a  quantity  of  rubbish  in 
the  basement  of  his  home.  The  seven 
other  cases,  with  five  suspected  cases, 
originated  in  the  Day  Nursery.  All 
cases  were  taken  to  the  Isolation  Hos- 
pital and  all   recovered. 

One  man  from  Toronto  with  leprosy 
tried  to  stay  to  Victoria,  but  was 
locked  up  at  William  Head.  His  rooms 
were  fumigated  and  his  bedding 
destroyed. 

There  were  ten  cases  of  tuberculosis 
in  the  Jubilee  Hospital,  some  of  them 
originating  outside  the  city,  and  one 
case  In  St.  Joseph's  Hospital.  In  their 
homes  are  twelve  cases,  two  of  which 
are  advanced  and  the  others  incipient 
or  doubtful.  There  were  three  tuber- 
culosis deaths,  two  of  which  were 
Chinese. 

Tuberculosis  '  Visiting  Nurse.  Misa 
Thom.  made  sixty-three  visits  In  April. 
She  is  now  advocating  a  campaign  to 
secure  mothers'  milk  free  from  tuber- 
culosis for  young  children. 

"Tho  care  of  the  teeth  la  Important  in 
this  work."  sAys  Miss  Thorn  in  her  re- 
port for  April.  "So  many  have  teeth  in 
very  bad  condition  and  are  unable  to 
have  them  treated.  The  parents  are 
anxious  to  do  all  they  can  to  keep  their 
children  healthy,  but  And  the  cost  of 
necessaries  so  high  they  cannot  afford 
the  extra  expense  dental  work  calls 
for." 

She  suggests  that  the  Board  of 
Health  in  connection  with  the  School 
Board  open  a  free,  or  partly  free, 
clinic. 

During  April  tho  Antt-Tuberculosls 
Society  provided  931  pints  of  fresh 
milk,  39%  doaen  eggs.  14  bottles  of 
medicine,  coup   bones  and   fruit.

Legislature  Refuses  to  Release 
'  Railway  Man   Incarcerated

Mr.  R.  D.  Thomas,  secretary-treasurer 
of  the  P.  G.  B.  Railway  Company,  wbo 
for  the  pact  two  weeks  has  been  held  a 
prisoner  to  the  custody  of  tho  ecr- 
geant-ct-arms  because  he  refused  to 
testify  before  the  P.  G.  R.  investigating

In  the  Legislature  yesterday  after- 
noon the  resolution  presented  by  Mr. 
W.  R..  Rose,  member  for  Fort  George, 
calling  for  tho  discharge  of  tho  pris- 
oner wae  defeated  on  a  viva  voce  vote. 
Unless  the  Government  later  decides 
that  Mr.  Thomas  shall  be  let  go  ho 
will  not  be  released  until  the  House 
rises,  probably  la  two  weeks'   time. 

The  debate  on  the  resolution  which 
commenced  on  Friday  last  was  con- 
tinued yesterday  by  Mr.  H.  C.  Hall, 
Junior  Liberal  member  for  victoria, 
who  argued  that.  Judging  from  the  re- 
marks of  the  member  for  Fort  George 
last  week,  Mr.  Thomas1  display  of  stub- 
bornness in  refusing  to  answer  tho 
questions  put  to  him  by  the  .Legisla- 
ture, and  the  certainty  that  he  would 
continue  to  refuse,  was  the  reason  why 
he  should  be  no  longer  kept  to  custody. 
Mr.  Hall  recalled  that  before  the  In- 
vestigating committee  Mr.  Tate,  short- 
ly before  bis  disappearance,  had  stated 
that  a  large  sum  bad  been  set  aside  for 
campaign  purposes  out  of  the  9500,000 
he  had  received  from  Mr.  Stewart  be- 
fore  the  T-  Q-  B-  frtlM-ttf  W*T  •*c*ted 
from  the  Province,  and  that  payments 
therefrom  for  campaign  purposes  were 
Incidental  to  the  securing  of  the  fran- 
chise. Mr.  Thomas  had  gone  further 
and  testified  that  Mr.  Tate  had  told 
him  the  specific  uses  for  which  tho 
contributions  were  made. 

OondUloa  of  Suspldoa 

Mr.  Hall  declared  that  It  was  most 
necessary  to  ascertain  where  those 
moneys  went,  whether  they  had  any- 
thing to  do  with  the  fact  of  the  enor- 
moue  over-payments  to  the  P.  G.  B. 
Company  by  the  then  Government.  The 
Inference  was  that  there  was.  some 
powerful  influence  to  keep  tho  matter 
quiet.  So  long  as  the  statement  of  Mr. 
Tate  went  unchallenged  the  members  of 
the  present  and  previous  Legislatures 
rested  under  a  suspicion.  How  could 
the  Legislature  possess  the  confidence 
of  the  people  or  of  each  other  If  it  al- 
lowed a  condition  of  suspicion  to  per- 
meate the  Province?  How  could  it 
properly  adjudicate  upon  the  question 
of  the  P.  G.  E.  and  its  relations  to  that 
concern?  Mr.  Thomas,  every  day  he  al- 
lowed go  by  without  informing  the 
House  of  the  facts  as  they  were  com- 
municated to  him  by  his  superior,  Mr. 
Tate,  was  guilty  of  a  continuing  offence 
and  the  Legislature  would  be  simply 
stullfylng  itself  to  discharge   him. 

Immediately  following  this'  effort  to 
have  Mr.  Thomas  released  Mr.  G:  H. 
Hanes,  Liberal  member  for  North  Van- 


had,  Mr.  Hsoss  declared, 
almost  tried  to  Isjtailapii  tho  cess- 
tnUlee  by  stating  that  body  outfit  act 
to  call  Mr.  Bowser  aad  that  be  would 
refuse  to  act  ee  eosnool  at  any  session 
at  which  Mr.  Bowser  appeared. 

Mr.  Taylor,  Mr.  Hanes  pointed  out, 
had  not  appeared  at  that  sesatoe.  some- 
thing that  had  caused  comment  and 
indicated  a  wrong  state  of  affairs.  He 
else  had  a  complaint  to  make  to  that 
when  the  asrend  Liberal  member  for 
Victoria  had.  oa  the  floor  of  tho  House, 
called  upon  the  leader  of  the  Opposi- 
tion to  tell  what  he  knew,  the  mem- 
bers on  both  aides  bad  appeared  to 
treat  the  matter  as  a  Joke,  appeared 
to  think  that  ae  the  question  was  only 
a  inatter\  of  campaign  funds  It  didn't 
matter.  Tie  (Mr.  Hanes)  did  not  be- 
lieve that  it  was  a  matter  merely  of 
campaign  funds,  but  more  to  the  na- 
ture of  bribery  of  members  of  the  Leg- 
islature. But  even  If  the  payments 
were  to  campaign  funds  '  only  they 
would  undoubtedly  influence  certain 
gentlemen.  The  House  should  know 
because  it  wanted  to  ascertain  what 
members  of  the  House  were  capable 
of  taking  money  "la  large  amounts.-' 
(Laughter). 


The  member  for  North  Vancouver 
referred  to  cheques  paid  about  August 
last,  one  for  960,009  from  Messrs. 
Foley,  Welch  It  Stewart  to  Mr.  Tate 
on  August  1;  another  of  like  amount 
from  the  same  firm  to  Mr.  Tate  on 
August  14,  and  a  third  for  $50,099  to 
Mr.  Tate  from  P.  Welch  on  September 
11,  a  few  days  before  the  general  elec- 
tions. It  would  be  interesting,  bo  con- 
sidered, to  know  where  this  money 
went  to.  By  his  refusal  to  tell  what 
he  Indicated  he  knew,  Mr.  Hanes  stat- 
ed, the  leader  of  the  Opposition  had 
put  the  committee  Into  a  peculiar  fix. 
Mr.  Tate  had  given  some  evidence  and 
then  run  away.  The  Legislature  had 
given  the  committee  power  to  call  any 
person  It  deemed  necessary  to  appear 
before  It.  The  committee  should  not 
now  cease  its  duties  but  proceed  to  call 
a  few  more  witnesses.  Mr.  Taylor, 
Government  counsel,  had,  Mr.  Hanes 
pointed  out,  informed  the  committee 
that  if  the  question  of -campaign  funds 
were  gone  Into  matters  might  be  so  de- 
layed that  it  would  not  be  possible  at 
this  session  to  bring  down  i+gtai«- 
tion  dealing  with  the  P.O.E.  Railway 
case.  That  statement  had  been  sent 
out  and  had  created  the  impression  that 
the  Legislature  was  Involved  to  tho 
campaign  fund  question.  The  House 
would  be  ill  advised  in  voting  down  the 
resolution  as  to  do  so  would  indicate 
to  the  people  of  the  Province  that  the 
members  are  afraid  to  go  ahead  and 
delve  Into  all  the  facts. 

Mr.  Hanes  declared  that  he  was  a 
Liberal  and  he  did  not  think  his  course 
should  subject  him  to  any  criticism 
from  the  Liberal  party.  He  failed  to 
see  where  a  member  of  the  House  was 
any  more  immune  than  was  Mr.  Tate 
or  Mr.  Welch,  against  whom  last  week 
the  House  Instructed  the  Speaker  to 
Issue  his  warrant,  or  anyone  else.  The 
leader  of  the  Opposition  should  state 
whether  he  knows  of  any  Liberals  who 
received  money  and  if  he  did  not  he 
should  admit  it.  It  would  show  whe- 
ther he  was  "Just  working  a  bluff"  on 
the  committee. 

Refers  to  snagging  Charge 

Dr.  Mcintosh  agreed  with  Mr.  Hanes* 
remarks  boncerning  the  necessity  of 
having  Mr.  Thomas  or  anyone  else 
amenable  to  the  Legislature,  but  lie 
differed  in  so  far  as  the  case  of  the 
leader  of  the  Opposition  was  concern- 
ed.

the  Opposition.  Mr.  Hanea'  resolution, 
whlqh  was  seconded  by  Dr.  Mcintosh, 
third  Liberal  member  for  Vancouver, 
called  upon  the  Legislature  to  Instruct 
the  Speaker  to  issue  his  warrant  forc- 
ing the  leader  of  the  Opposition  to  ap- 
pear personally  at  the  bar  of  the 
House,  or  rise  in  his  place,  to  answer 
questions  put  to  him  when  he  appeared 
before  the  P.  G.  R  Investigating  com- 
mittee on  April  24  last,  and  to  answer 
for  hts  conduct  and  be  dealt  with  as 
the  House  might  see  fit. 

Then,  It  will  be  remembered,  Mr. 
Bowser  refused  to  testify  In  regard  to 
Mr.  Tate's  evidence  aa  to  contributions 
to  party  campaign  funds,  and  stated 
that  If  he  did  tell  what  he  knew  it 
might  prove  intereatfng  to  the  Liberals 
as  well  as  to  Conservatives.

A  romantic  career  waa  ended  yester- 
day noon  when  Mr.  Estalno  Joseph  Bit- 
tancourt, one  of  the  oldest  settlers  of 
tho  Gulf  Islands,  died  at  his  homo  st 
Vesuvius  Bay.  Salt  Spring  Island.  For 
nearly  sixty  years  he  lived  on  the  inl- 
and, and  from  humble  beginnings  made 
himself  one  of  the  moot  prominent  reel- 
dents  of  bis  district,  possessing  not 
only  hundreds  of  acres  of  valuable 
property,  but  a  wide  circle  of  intimate 
friends  on  Vancouver  Island,  the  Geor- 
gian archipellgo   and  on    the   Mainland. 

Mr.  Bittancourt  was  74  years  of  ago. 
and  a  native  of  the  Axorea  Early  pi 
hla  youth  he  acquired  a  longing  to  go 
to  sea,  and  when  the  opportunity  ar- 
rivbd  to  satisfy  his  roving  disposition 
he  shipped  on  a  sailing  ship  bound  for 
the  goldfields  of  Australia,  which  were 
then  Just  beginning  to  attract  world- 
wide attention.  He  did  not  stay  long 
In  the  Commonwealth,  however,  and  the 
lure  of  the  sea  soon  brought  him  to  the 
North( Pacific.  When  his  ship  anchored 
off  the  Royal  Roads  he  had  a  passionate 
desire  to  see  more  of  the  country.  When 
his  captain  refused  to  grant  Jiira  leave, 
he  watted  till  nightfall  and  then  swam 
ashore 

Swam  ashore  at  Bsqalmalt 
The  search  for  the  missing  sailor 
proved  fruitless,  and  after  the  ship  had 
resumed  her  voyage  young  Bittancourt, 
who  was  then  scarcely  more  than  seven- 
teen years  old,  purchaaed  a  sloop  and 
with  It  did  a  good  business  for  several 
months,  carrying  sawdust  from  Bay- 
ward's  first  mill  at  Mill  Bay — long  alnce 
visiuorinuu      lu     victoria,     w usi e    IX    vn 

used  for  fuel  and  other  purposes  But 
fortune  did  not  long  favor  him.  No 
sooner  bad  he  got.  his  enterprise  fairly 
well  launched  than  a  driving  gale  piled 
his  frail  craft  up  on  the  rocks  of  Ten- 
Mile  Point.  Once  again  his  prowess  as 
a  swimmer  came  in  useful,  for  while  his 
sloop  was  a  total  loss  and  his  cargo 
went  to  the  bottom,  he  managed  to  save 
himself  after  a  hard  struggle  with  the 
swift-running   current   and   heavy   seas 

After  t  he  wreck  of  his  sloop,  Bit- 
tancourt was  uncertain  as  to  what  ho 
had  better  turn  his  hand,  until  a  Mr. 
Norton,  who  had  seen  something  of 
Salt  8pring  Island,  met  him  on  the 
streets  of  Victoria  and  told  him  of  the 
charm  of  that  neighborhood.  Bitten- 
court's  mind  wss  at  once  decided,  and 
with  a  few  Indians  he  set  out  to  a 
canoe  and  reached  his  goal  after  many 
hours  of  arduous  effort  After  seeing 
the  Island,  he  applied  to  the  Govern- 
ment for  some  acreage  and  settled  down. 
At  tho  time  of  his  arrival  on  Salt 
Spring  Island  there  were  only  three  or 
four  families  on  the  place.  There  were 
no  roads,  and  all  traveling  had  to  be 
done  on  crude  trails  through  the  woods. 
Now  the  island  boasts  of  upwards  of 
900  inhabitants  and  is  traversed  from 
every  side  by  broad  roads. 
Mobbed  by  Indians 

Establishing  himself  at  Vesuvius  Bay, 
Mr.  Bittancourt  started  a  general-  store. 
In  the  early  days  he  had  endless  trou- 
ble with  the  natives,  and  one  time 
while  he  was  engaged  in  taking  pro- 
visions to  the  Island,  his  sloop  was  pur- 
sued by  Indians  in  canoes  and  he  waa 
robbed  of  all  his  supplies.  His  property 
gradually  expanded  until,  at  the  time 
of  his  death,  about  437  acres  were  reg- 
istered in  bis  name.  In  1882  he  sold  a 
large  quantity  of  Tock  to  the  Govern- 
ment for  tbe  construction  of  th«>  RB* 
quimalt  drydock.  He  later  developed 
Ms  Mere  into  a  hotel,  known  for  years 
at  the  Vesuvius  Ii;iy  Hotel.  In  con- 
junction with  this  he  also  ran  an  ex- 
tenrive  farm.  11a  n  tired  frra  active 
bus.ncrs  about  ten  >e*rs  ago.  Hi  had 
oe-.n  failing  tn  Iicsith  for  the  past  four 
months. 

He  is  survived  by  two  sons,  Mr.  Fred 
J.  Bittancourt.  of  Victoria,  and  Brother 
Joseph,  of  St  Louis  College,  New  West- 
minster; also  by  six  daughters:  Mrs. 
Harris  and  Mrs  Hutcheson,  of  Salt 
Spring  Island;  Mrs.  Burlington,  of  Los 
Angeles,  Cat;  Mrs  Carter,  of  Portland; 
Mrs.  K.  St  Louis  of  Taooraa,  and  Mrs. 
Harker,  of  Vancouver. 

The  remains  will  be  brought  to  the 
Sends  Funerl  Parlors  and  arrangements 
for  burial  here  will   be  arranged   later.

Kvldently  the  Opposition  criticisms  of 
the  powers  which  the  Minister  of  Lands 
allocated  to  himself  under  the  hill  to 
amend  the  Forest  Relief  Act  have  borne 
fruit,  for  when  the  bill  reached  the 
committee  state  In  the  Legislature  yes- 
terday Hon.  -Mr.  Pattuilo  presented  an 
amendment  which  put  In  the  heads  of 
the  Lieutenant-Gov-rnor-ln-Councll  the 
powers  which  he  bad  proposed  to  take 
for  himself. 

The  bill  proposes  to  cancel  the  mora- 
torium granted  by  the  late  Government 
from  now  on  so  far  as  future  fees  under 
timber  licences  are  concerned,  but  ar- 
rears already  owing;  will  be  carried  at  an 
interest  charge  of  »  per  cent.  When  the 
bill  was  being  debated  on  the  motion 
for  it*  second!  reading;  Messrs.  Bowser 
and  Ross  entered  strong-  objection  to 
the  power  which  it  grave  to  the  minister 
to  order  payment  of  arrears  within  six 
months  if  he  considered  th*  licence  hold- 
er was  holding-  back  the  timber  from 
use  and  mill  development  of  the  district 
was  thereby  being  retarded.  The  bill 
gave  the  minister  power  to  grant  rights 
to  mill  operators  to  enter  upon  such 
holding's  and  utilise  the  timber. 

Under  the  amendment  presented  by 
Hon.  Mr.  Psttullo  yesterday  this  power 
is  placed  In  the  hands  of  the  Lleuten- 
ant-Govemor-ln-Council. 

When  the  bill  was  in  the  committee 
stage  yestsrday  Hon.  Mr.  Pattuilo  re- 
ferred to  what  he  asserted  had  been 
"misstatements"  by  the  leader  of  the 
Opposition,  but  Mr.  Bowser  was 
promptly  on  his  feet  declaring  that  such 
language  was  unparliamentary,  and 
while  he  would  not  raise  any  point  of 
order  relative  thereto,  he  challenged  the 
minister  to  give  one  Instance  where  he 
had  made  any  statement  contrary  to  the 
facts. 

sir.  Pattuilo  and  the  Press 

Hon.  Mr.  Psttullo  proceeded  to  read 
a  lecture  to  the  leader  of  the  Opposi- 
tion on  the  latter's  methods  of  criti- 
cism, and  opined  that  perhaps  Mr.  Bow- 
ser wss  speaking  for  the  benefit  of 
"some  good-looking  young  man  In  the 
lower  gallery"  (meaning  the  press  gal- 
lery). He  suggested  that  the  leader  of 
the  Opposition  was  "directing*  the 
press  representatives. 

Mr.  Bowssr  retorted  that  he  believed 
he  was  having  such  an  Influence  on  the 
members  of  the  House  that  he  had 
forced  the  Minister  of  Lands  to  adopt 
his  suggestions  on  more  than  one  occa- 
sion to  the  end  that  powers  appropri- 
ated by  the  minister  to  himself  had 
been  plsced  where  they  properly  be- 
longed, In  the  hands  of  'the  Lieutenant- 
Go  vernor-ln-CounclI. 

Mr.  W.  Tt.  Ross,  former  Minister  of 
Lands,  congratulated  Hon.  Mr.  Pattuilo 
on  the  latter's  apparent  change  in 
heart  and  urged  him  to  cite  a  single 
Instance  where  hs  (Mr.  Ross)  had  made 
any  misstatement  of  fact. 

The  bill  was  put  through  its  commit- 
tee stage,  the  only  other  amendment 
being  a  section  declaring  that  the  bill 
should  become  operative  on  July  1  next, 
and  another  to  make  it  clear  that  the  S 
»>er  cent  Interest  charge  would  apply 
only  to  arresrs  of  licence  fees,  not  to 
pensltiss  which  exist  by  reason  of  fail- 
ure to  pay  up  arresrs. 

Mr.  Ross  Inquired  why.  If  the  prin- 
ciple of  the  hill  wss  a  good  thing  In  re- 
spect of  timber  licences.  It  was  not 
made  applicable  to  timber  leases  and 
pulp  leases,  but  Hon.  Mr.  Pattuilo  did 
not  consider   that   such    was   necessary. 

Mr.  Ross  also  Inquired  tf  it  were  not 
a  fact  that  large  areas  on  the  Queen 
Charlotte  Islands  were  held  under  lease, 
and  when  the  minister  replied  that  he 
could  not  say,  as  he  had  not  looked  into 
that  phase  of  the  matter,  the  member 
for  Fort  George  asserted  that  such  a 
condition  only  accentuated  the  argu- 
ments sdvanced  by  the  Opposition  that 
the  bill  was  really  special  legislation, 
evidently  designed  to  assist  special  in- 
dividuals. 

Vital  at atlstio  s 

The  bill  to  amend  the  Vital  Statistics 
Act  was  given  its  second  reading;.  It 
provides  that  In  the  case  where  certifi- 
cates are  required  for  purposes  arising 
out  of  or  In  connection  with  th*  present 
war  such  ■certificates  may  be  given 
without  the  usual  fee  of  12.10  being  re- 
quired, and  also  for  notification  by  un- 
dertakers of  the  receipt  of  bodies  within 
forty-eight  hours  of  such  receipt.  This 
latter  provision,  Hon.  Dr.  McLean,  Min- 
ister of  'education,  explained,  was  ren- 
dered necessary  by  reason  of  the  fact 
that  occasions  have  arisen  when  under- 
takers kept  bodies  for  considerable 
periods  without  notifying  snyone.  Now 
the  notification  must  be  msde  to  the  dis- 
trict registrar  of  vital  statistics.  Medi- 
cal practitioners  must  give  a  certificate 
of  death  to  the  undertaker  within  forty- 
eight  hours  of  the  death  of  a  patient  at- 
tended by  such  practitioner. 

The  bill  to  amend  the  Land  Registry 
Act  was  slso  given  its  second  reading. 
It  provides  that  a  mortgagee,  after  fore- 
closure proceeding  and  on  registration 
of  his  order,  shall  have  no  claim  under 
the  personal  covenant  for  repayment  of 
the  mortgage.  Also  In  the  case  of  re- 
turns to  the  land  registry  office  of  tax 
sales  by  municipalities,  such  returns 
must  be  separate,  one  for  each  parcel 
sold,  instead  of  In  one  return  as  has 
hitherto  been  allowed.  Transfers  and 
mortgages,  ss  well  as  agreements  of 
sale,  leases,  etc.,  presented  for  registra- 
tion, must  be  sccompanled  by  a  certifi- 
cate that  taxes  upon  the  property  in 
question  have  been  paid. 

Oaaaglag  Policies 

In  speaking  on  the  motion  for  th* 
second  reading  of  the  bill  to  authorise 
the  grant  under  s  99-year  lease  to 
Vancouver  of  the  old  court  house  site 
there,  and  to  victoria,  of  six  acres  on 
the  former  Songhees  reserve,  for  park 
purposes,  Attorney-Oenersl  Maodonald 
referred  to  criticisms  which  had  been 
directed  against  the  proposed  action  of 
the  Government  to  grant  the  site  in 
Vancouver  for  the  purposes  of  a  me- 
morial to  those  soldier*  who  served 
overseas.

"We  have  got  to  remember  that  this 
Is  war  time,"  Interposed  Councillor  Wil- 
son, In  course  of  the  discussion  of  the 
finance  committee  recommendation  to 
the  Oak  Bay  Council  that  the  auditor 
and  one  other  of  the  office  force  should 
be  raised  in  salary.  "There  are  a  good 
many  people  who  are  unable  to  pay  their 
taxes.  I  believe  In  paying  a  man  what 
he  is  worth  under  existing  circum- 
stances, but  I  see  no  reason  why  we 
should  pay  a  fancy  price,"  he  continued. 

The  salary  referred  to  was  |75.  per 
month.  The  recommendation  suggested 
that  It  should  be  advanced  to  that  from 
•60,  to  which  it  had  shrunken  from  >85 
under  the  pruning  knife  a  couple  of 
months  ago. 

"Our  auditor  la  a  capable  man,"  said 
the  Reeve,  "and  well  worth,  in  my  esti- 
mation, |76  a  month.  He  gives  us  a 
continual  audit,  and  is  a  valuable  man 
to   the   municipality." 

Mr.  Wilson  recalled  that  South  Van- 
couver, with  a  population  of  approx- 
imately 25,000,  only  paid  $960  a  year, 
snd  North  Vancouver,  with  something 
Ilk*  5,000,  contributed  at  the  'rate  of 
about  $35  a  month  to  Its  auditor,  while 
the  City  of  Victoria,  with  a  population 
estimated  at  40,000,  paid  only  $1,000  a 
month.  As  the  motion  asking  for  the 
sdoptlon  of  the  committee  report  hsd 
not  received  a  seconder,  he  moved  that 
the  report  ehould  be  adopted  with  the 
reference  to  the  raise  in  salaries  delet- 
ed.

and  to  whom  the  commissions  were 
paid. 

Other  councillors  told  Councillor 
Bridle  that  it  was  neither  the  time  nor 
the  place  to  ask  such  a  question,  and 
that  the  desired  Information  could 
have  been  secured  from   the  clerk. 

Councillor  Bridle  claimed  that  the 
people  did  not  know  the  facts  of  the 
matter  and  were  entitled  to  know 
them.

The 
Bre  was  not  discovered  until  it  had  a 
good  hold  on  the  buildings.  Then  Mr. 
Vanderveen,  In  charge  of  bands  of  Indians 
from  the  neighboring  Tillages,  got  to  work 
with  chemical  apparatus  and  saved  some 
of  the  school  property  at  great  risk  to 
their  own  lives.  The  buildings  were  re- 
duced to  ashes  In  little  more  than  an 
hour. 

At  the  time  of  the  Are  the  echool  chil- 
dren were  on  leave.  Those  persons  who 
saw  the  Are  declare  that  If  any  children 
had  been  In  the  frame  buildings  lives 
would    have    been    lost.

REAR-ADMIRAL  W.  OSWALD  STORY 
Admiral  Superintendent  of  Esquimalt  Naval  Station  since  the  outbreak  of  war 
has  received  official  notification  gf  his  promotion  to  the  rank  of  Vice-Admirai. 


Yesterday  was  the  second  anniversary 
of  the  sinking  of  tbs  great  Cunard  liner 
Luaiunia.  -  When  th*  Teasel  was  six 
days  out  from  Maw  York  bound  for 
Liverpool,  with  about  1,000  msn,  women 
and  children  in  tha  paaaenger  list  and 
crew,  aba  was  attacked  without  warning 
off  Old  Head  Klnaale,  on  tha  Irish 
coast,   by  a  German  submarine. 

Two  torpedoes  were  launched  against 
the  vessel  and  both  took  effect,  the 
mammoth  steamship  sinking  in  the 
short  space  of  about  twenty  minutes, 
with  the  loss  of  1,160  lives,  more  than 
100  of  whom  were  Americans.  Tha 
second  anniversary  of  the  sad  event  re- 
suiting  from  the  inhuman  tactics  of  the 
German  conception  of  warfare/  has  a 
deeper  significance  te  the  United  State* 
since  it  baa  now  joined  in  the  battle  for. 
freedom  and  will  be  able  to  avenge  the 
death  of  the  Lusitanta  victims. 

The  facts  concerning  the  sinking  of 
the  liner  will  never  be  forgotten.  Tba 
craft  sent  out  wireless  distresa  calls 
which  were  picked  up  by  a  number  of 
boats  which  rushed  to  the  rescue. 
Seven  hundred  and  sixty-seven  sur- 
vivor* were  picked  up  and  landed  at 
Queenstown,  Clonakllty  and  Klnaale. 

Tha  double  explosions  caused  the  ves- 
sel to  keel  over  end  the  speed  at 
which  she  waa  travelling  when  tor- 
pedoed  made  It  impossible  to  launch 
many  lifeboats,  thus  preventing  the 
rescue  of  a  large  number  of  women, 
children  and  babies. 

Th*  Lusltgnla  was  launched  In  June, 
IS**,  and  coat  $7,400,000.  Her  gross 
tonnage  wa*  12,500;  length,  786  feet; 
beam,  IS  feet,  and  depth  to  hold,  SO 
feet.  She  had  a  speed  of  25  knots. 
Captain  Turner  upheld  the  traditions 
of  the  British4  by  remaining  with  hla 
ship.  He  was  carried  down  with  bar, 
but  was  later  rescued. 

The  sinking  of  the  yessel  caused 
rioting  In  some  parts  of  the  Empire  anjl 
in  other  countries  as  well,  marked  by 
attacka  en  aerman-born  persons  and 
th*  destruction  of  their  property. 

Qtermsny  sought  to  justify  the  act 
to  the  United  States  by  referring  to 
an  anonymous  warning  published  In 
New  York  newspapers  and  telegrams 
sent  to  Individual  passenger*  Tka 
i'orolgn  Office  directed  Count  von 
Bernstein*  to  ^express  regret  at  th* 
number  of  American  Uvea  lost,"  but 
laid  th*  blame  on  "England's  starvation

Bowser  recalled  that  when  ha  was  first 
sleeted  member  for  Vancouver  one  of 
tb*  greatest  needs  of  tha  city  had  been 
a  new  court  house.  At  that  time  th* 
Province  wag  not  In  good  financial 
position,  but  tb*  lata  Capt.  Tatlow  suc- 
ceeded in  purchasing  a  site  for  a  new 
building  at  a  reasonable  price  from  tba 
C.  P.  R.  A  small  amount  was  placeo  tn 
the  estimatea  for  tbe  commencement 
of  th*  construction-  of  the  building.  At 
that  tint*  either  Hon.  John  Oliver  or 
Hon.  J.  A.  A.  Macdonald.  then  in  Oppo- 
sition, asked  what  tha  Oovernment  In- 
tended to  do  with  th*  old  site.  Capt. 
Tatlow  replied  that  as  tb*  site  waa  th* 
property  of  all  the  people  of  the  Pro- 
vince, th*  proceeds  of  It*  awl*  must  go 
into  tbs  general  funds  out  of  which  tba 
money  for  the  construction  of  the  now 
building  had  been  taken.  The  follow- 
ing aesslon  a  supplementary  •atlmat* 
for  tba  building  had  been  brought  down 
and  th*  statement  with  regard  to  the 
sale  of  tko  site  and  the  disposition  of 
tb*  money  received  was  repeated.  In 
•11  about  fl.000,000  was  expended  on 
tba  now  building. 

Mr.  Bowser  amid  he  had  felt  very 
strongly'  that  th*  new  building  should 
be  constructed  and  he  also  felt  that  a 
very  'distinct  promise  bad  been  made  to 
tb*  people  of  tb*  Province  that  the  old 
site  should  be  sold  and  the  Province  > 
to  some  extent  reimbursed  by  tb*  pro- 
ceeds of  th*  sale.  Both  parties  In  tb* 
House  had  accepted  this  view. 
■Uekate  Mia  Fledge 
"While  1  am  a  representative  of  tbe 
city  of  Vancouver  and  my  course  may 
not  be  tha  most  popular  one  I  could  -fol- 
low, I  feel  that  as  a  public  man  in 
view  of,  that  solemn  pledge  to  the  peo- 
ple of  the  Province  there  la  no  other 
action  I  can  take.  It  is  consistent  with 
th*  attitude  of  tbe  late  Oovernment  and 
with  the  attitude  I  have  taken  person- 
ally la  the  past;'  aald  Mr.  Bowser. 

He  continued  that  a  great  deal  of 
pressure,  mostly  coming  from  what  he 
might  say  ware  political  opponents,  had 
been  exercised  at  various  times  against 
him  because  he  would  not  us*  hla  in- 
fluence to  secure  a  gift  af  tbe  site. 
While  he  had  been  willing  to  give  Van- 
couver the  best  of  it  to  tbe  extent  of 
favoring  a  aale  to  tbe  city  at.  a  reduced 
price,  he  bad  always  taken  the  stand 
that  the  alte  was  Provlaclal  property 
aad  should  be  sold  aa  such.  The  fact 
that  It  happened  to  be  located  in  Van- 
couver did  not  gIVe  that  city  a  right  to 
Its  possession.  If  It  did,  then  Victoria 
would  have  the  same  claim  to  a  gift  of 
the  site  of  Its  present  Court  House  when 
the  new  building,  for  which  a  site  had 
already  been  purchased,  was  constructed 
in  the  capital  city.  The  same  argument, 
if  It  held  good,  would  apply  In  every 
other  city  of  tb*  Province.  If  tbe  Oov- 
ernment gave  the  Court  House  site  to 
Vancouver,  It  would  have  no  ground  for 
refusing  other  cities  the  same  right. 

To  give  any  Provincial  property  In 
the  manner  proposed  waa  not,  he  con- 
tended, fair  to  the  rest  of  the  Province. 
"There  must  be  some  honesty  In  the 
public  life  of  British  Columbia.  And 
while  it  may  not  bo  the  easy  thing  to 
vote  against  this  bill,  with  my  voice  al- 
most within  reach  of  my  own  electors  I 
propose  to  oppose  it.  I  would  rather 
go  down  to  defeat  through  keeping  a 
promise  of  this  kind  than  go  back  op  a 
solemn  and  sacred  pledge."  said  the 
leader  of  the  Opposition. 


Suggesting  that  the  alte  be  aold  to 
Vancouver  at  a  reduced  figure  and  tb* 
proceeds  devoted  to  tbe  erection  of  a 
home  for  soldiers,  Mr.  Bowser  urged 
tha  Government  to  devote  It*  energies

Vancouver  "'ft  handout  on  the  eve  of  a 
by-election."  He  said  that  in  any  event 
tha  citizens  ef  Vancouver  would  hardly 
feel  in  a  financial  position  to  expend 
the  money  naoeasary  to  construct  a 
manument  to  returned  soldiers  or  to 
erect  a  new  city  hall  on  the  site.  To 
build  a  monument  to  dead  soldiers  when 
returned  soldiers  might  be  later  In  the 
position  ef  not  knowing  where  their 
next  meal  would  come  from  he  charac- 
terised as  impractical  and  bad  policy. 

"Do  something  practical  and  useful." 
he  urged,  and  he  recalled  that  only  yes- 
terday he  had  been  In  conversation  with 
a  South  African  veteran  who  had  spoken 
to  him  of  the  fact  that  in  Great  Britain 
monuments  bad  been  erected  to  South 
African  soldiers  while  the  men  returned 
had  been  without  meals.  Sentiment  was 
all  very  well,  but  it  would  not  go  very 
far  in  helping  returned  soldiers  Let 
Vancouver  have  Its  breathing  space,  but 
let  Vancouver  pay  for  It  and  devote  the 
money  to  the  welfare  of  the  men  when 
they  returned,  ho  urged.

Men   From   Antlpoden  Credited  With  Break-

.  Bnllerourt — Hold  Salleat 


American  and  "British  Colonists 
Have   Their   Property   De- 
stroyed   and 
From  Their  Homes 


NEW  YORK,  May  7.— Twenty-four 
American  and  British  colontot*  who  ar- 
rived yesterday  from  Santiago.  Cuba, 
reported  that  their  plantations  in  East- 
ern Cuba  had  been  destroyed,  their  cat- 
tle and  horae*  Mixed,  and  their  live* 
endangered  by  tho  rebel  force*  now  Jn 
control  of  the  country  ton  mile*  outside 
of  Santiago.  They  brought  letter*  to 
ii.o  mailed  to  the  State  Department  ask- 
ing for  American  protection  and  signed 
by  116  Americans. 

Thomas  Mulr,  a  oolonlst  whose  home 
1*  In  Toronto,  was  one  of  tho  party.  He 
said  hi*  plantation  and  house  had  been 
burned  by  tho  roboi*  and  his  wife  and 
children  had  had  to  walk  thirty-three 
miles  through  a  storm  to  Santiago.  The 
rebel*  took  hi*  hor«e*  and  cattle.  The 
railroad  wa*  out  of  commission. 

Mr.  and^Mrs.  Francis  Drake  arrived 
with  theirJKro  children,  absolutely  penni- 
less.      Tnw    rebels    destroyed    all    their 
property.      They  had  to  remain  on  the 
steamship '  until     the     British     Consul 
could  arrange  to  aend  them   to  Quebec. 
George  Buxton.  6t  Norfolk.  Conn.,  who 
had   a  plantation  at  Palraerlto,   thirty 
one  mlla*  from  Santiago,  aald  that  oon 
dltloua  aro  Very  serious.      The  negroes, 
numbering    6.000,    who   are   well   armed 
and  under  command  of  Gen.  Ela*  Maso. 
he    aald,    were    pillaging    and    burning 
plantations  and  pretending  to  have  re 
vongo  for  tho  maasacre  of  5,000  negroes 
by  the  Government  troops  in  1>1».

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Right  from  the  start  It  was  apparent 
that    Messrs.    Cowper    and      Mcintosh 
were  determined    to    press    the   amend- 
ments under  their  names  on  the  order 
paper  and  designed  to.  as  Dr.  Mcintosh 
stated,  make  it  easier  to  get  at  the  ob- 
ject  sought— a  full   investigation.     The 
argument  of  the  Premier  that  the  bill 
bad    been    drafted    by    the    counsel   for 
the   commission,    Mr.   Armour     K.     C, 
and  approved  by  three  Judge*  who  will 
form  the  commission.  Justice*    Galllgher 
(chairman),   and   Macdortald   and    Mur- 
phy,  and    therefore   should   not   b*   al- 
tered, did  not  meet  with  approval  from 
the    two   Vancouver   member*,   but   the 
consistent    work    of      the    Government 
forces  overbore  all  objections. 

Premier  Brewster  expressed  the  hope 
that  there  would  be  nothing  in  the 
manner  of  a  resignation,  and  as  to  the 
bill,  he  aald,  It  represents  the  best 
thought  an  effort  of  the  Judges  select- 
ed for  the  commission,  and  the  as- 
sistance of  their  solicitor.  The  Pre- 
mier hope*  the  House  would  pass  the 
bill  a*  It  atood  in  its  original  draft, 
Inasmuch  as  It  was  drawn  outside 
the  Government  and  in  the  manner 
•tated.  He  hoped  that  no  amendments 
would  be  added. 

Mr.  Cowper  immediately  frustrated 
thla  hope  by  moving  that  the  provision 
enabling  the  commissioners  to  resign, 
be  cut  out  of  section  8.  He  took  the 
stand  that  a  man  who  once  put  his 
hand  to  tho  plough  should  not  <be  per- 
mitted to  draw  back.  In  this  he  wa* 
supported  etrongly  by  Dr.  Mcintosh, 
who  with  some  heat  appealed  person- 
ally to  the  men  In  the  Houae.  not  as 
members,  but  a*  individuals,  to  keep 
their  minds  open. 

Dr.   Mcintosh   said   he   was  surprised 
that  Premier  Brewster  wanted  the  bill 
to     go     through     th*     House     without 
amendment,    for    although      drawn,    he 
said,    by    learned    judge*    and    counsel, 
the  responsibility  for   It  as  a  meaaure 
would    rest    upon    the    Legislature,   and 
every    member    should    be    prepared    to 
take  his   quota  of   responsibility.       He 
pointed  out  that   this  plugging  Inquiry 
matter  haa  been  "on  the  ways"  for  IS 
months  and  the  people  who  have  been 
working    hard    for    It    should    be    heard 
when    they    made    earnest    and    consci- 
entious    effort     to     have     amendments 
made.     He  thought  it  very  unfortunate 
that    the    word    had    gone   around    that 
the    Premier    wanted    the     bill     to     go 
through    unamended,   and    thought   that 
every   member   should    use  his  own   in- 
dividual   Judgment    and    not      be    influ- 
enced. 

Hon.  1ST.  Oliver  OhJeotS 
Hon.  John  Oliver  took  exception  to 
the  inference  conveyed  in  Dr.  Mcin- 
tosh's remarks  which  indicated  that 
there  wa*  question  in  his  mind  aa  to 
whether  the  members  would  use  their 
Judgment  or  be  Influenced.  He  thought 
It   derogatory    to    their   intelligence. 

Mr.'  Henry  Hall,  Victoria,  thought 
that  Cowper's  motion  might  actually 
kill  the  good  Intent  of  the  bill,  as  It 
might  be  that  because  of  statements 
made  in  the  House  one  might  desire  to 
quit  and  then  the  bill  would  be  useless 
because  the  other  two  could  not  "carry 

on." 

Mr.  Cowper  came  back  with  the  retort 
that,  being  Included  In  the  bill,  the  pro- 
vision providing  for  resignation  was  In 
the  nature  of  an  invitation  for  a  Judge 
to  get  out  If  he  got  tired  of  the  work. 
Dr.    Melntoah'a   amendment    requiring 
that  evidence  ahould  be  on  oath  created 
a    lengthy    diacusslon.      While    nowhero 
in  the   bill  was  It  stated  that  evidence 
of  witnesses  roust  be  takep  on  oath.  It 
waa  provided  that  It  shall  be  lawful  for 
the  commission  to  so  t*ke  evidence,  and 
in  another  section  provision  Is  made  for 
prosecutions    for    perjury,    which    meant 
that   the   evidence   waa  to   be   taken   on 
oath.     Dr.  Mcintosh  excited   the  laugh- 
ter of   the   Premier  when   he  auggested 
that  the  commissioner*  might  not  Insist 
that   the  ooth   be  administered. 

"Tou  laugh,"  remarked   Dr.  Mcintosh. 

"Yes;    it's    enough    to    make    anybody 

laugh.      It    la    absurd    to    suggest    that 

evidenee    will    be      taken      without    th* 

oath."    retorted    Premier    Brewster. 

"Quit*  so.  but  that  la  what  section
